June exports of mineral oils failed to 
approach the unusually favorable vol- 
ume returns for May, which consti- 
tuted the high record during the war 
period, the most notable declines in 
June being in illuminating oil and the 
residuum products.

In treating the statistics for the last 
two fiscal years, there is reasonable oc- 
casion for gratification that the gen- 
eral voiume record for the twelve 
months ending June, 1915, is disparaged 
by a mere 4.09 per cent. during a pe- 
riod of unusual restrictions and com- 





plications attending the export move- 
ment. Eleven of these twelve months 
have marked the progress of the war, 
resulting in the closing of some of our 
leading markets, imposing contraband 
rulings on practically the entire list of 
petroleum products and impairing ma- 
terially the over-sea carriage service. 
These embarrassing factors have, how- 
ever, been discounted to an important 
extent by the creation of much larger 
fields abroad for the products capable 
of entering into consumption for war 
supplies, relieving practically to all but 
nominal effect the existence of contra- 
band declarations. On the value com- 
parisons for the last two fiscal years 
the more recent record stands to much 
disparagement than on_ the 
volume relations, the depreciation be- 
ing 12.48 per cent., but this setback 
reflects the general status of the coun- 
try’s industry during the last year. 

Among the various classifications, 
illuminating oil merits first considera- 
tion since it must still be reckoned as 
the mainstay of the industry’s export 
trade which must compensate for the 
declining domestic consumption. The 
volume loss in this product for the last 
fiscal year amounted to 23.51 per cent., 
while the value decline reached 28.19 
per cent. Apparently the only hope for 
striking a balance in the illuminating 
oil movement lies in the end of the 
war, with the opportunities for filling 
the presumably large gaps in Ger- 
many, Belgium, Netherlands and other 
important European markets. 

In the lubricating and paraffin oils 
comprising the secondary classification 
in the petroleum export field, ship- 
ments during the last fiscal year con- 
stitute a fairly creditable record, 
marking a volume gain of 9.13 per 
cent,. but the value increase was only 
1.62 per cent. The disparity between 
the volume and value increment is be- 
lieved to be accounted for by curtail- 
ment in many of the normal fields of 
consumption taking the _ relatively 
high grade lubricants, a heavy propor- 
tion of the year’s exports having. been 
absorbed for purposes relating to the 
war, in which the lower varieties have 
been available. 

The naphtha products, including 
everything capable of motor fuel use, 
have broken all records in the export 
movement during the last fiscal year, 
the volume gain over its former aggre- 
gate being 29.33 per cent.; the value ap- 
preciation was but two per cent. The 
gasoline markets in this country have 
been generally depressed throughout 
the year, chiefly as a result of the ex- 
cessive Cushing production of an un- 
usually rich gasoline yield and of the 
development in the methods of dis- 
tillation. The declining course of 
values for the more volatile products 
is believed to have been of relatively 
small significance upon the unusual 
volume showing the demand for the 
belligerent countries being of such an 
urgent character that the question of 
values was almost negligible. 

The war has been the means of 
maintaining the increasing foreign 
consumption in gas oil, heavy fuel oil 
and other residuum products, and the 
last fiscal year is credited with a gain 
of 17.66 per cent. in volume and of 
20.20 per cent. in value over the former 
record. The increase during the twelve 
months ending June, 1914, was much 


greater 


more impressive, 73.36 per cent. in 
volume and 73.33 per cent. in value. 
Of final consideration is the com- 


parison of crude oil shipments during 
the last two fiscal years. As against 
a gain of but 2.17 per cent. in volume, 
there is shown a value loss of 29.38 
per cent. marking the most unfavor- 
able record in the entire export field.

HELPING THE SWISS DYE WORKS 


Supplementing the original proposal 
by Dr. Norton, commercial agent of 
the Commerce Department at Wash- 
ington, for a co-operation between 
American producers of coal tar and 
its various distillates entering into the 
manufacture of dyestuffs and artificial 
colors, and the dye works of Switzer- 
land as the most practical and direct 
means of relieving the dyestuffs dis- 
tress in this country, which was pub- 
lished in the Reporter of August 2, 
with editorial comment, there appears 
in the news columns of the current is- 
sue a story giving latest developments 
of this plan, with references to some 
of the points of criticism that had 
been raised as to the practicability of 
the proposed coalition. 

In the current publication Dr. Nor- 
ton expresses encouragement in the 
feasibility of his plan by reason of the 
fact that a number of our leading pro- 
ducers of benzol have offered ship- 
ments of this product to Switzerland, 
if arrangements could be assured 
for their treatment into finished dye- 
stuffs for our consumption, and the 
agreement of the French Government 
to afford all possible facilities for the 
transmission of these materials to the 
Swiss factories, upon guarantees 
against their diversion into enemy ter- 
ritory, is given as another develop- 
ment of material significance. Dr. 
Norton wishes to disclaim that his pro- 
posal was by any possible construc- 
tion aimed to benefit the Swiss dye 
works at the expense of a struggling 
domestic industry. His first idea was 
“to take off the edge for the moment 
of the scarcity of German dyes,” but 
he voices confidence that the fulfill- 
ment of the emergency measure will 
redound to enduring advantage to our 
industry in insuring a basis of co-op- 
eration which had proved so success- 
ful in the former relations between 
Switzerland and Russia and Great 
Britain. Dr. Norton believes it will 
require at least two or three years, un- 
der the most favorable circumstances, 
to develop an American dyestuff in- 
dustry to begin to meet our require- 
ments, and he holds that a slight and 
temporary diversion of our crude ma- 
terials to relieve the Swiss works from 
threatened extinction would not prove 
a material factor in retarding our de- 
velopment, 

We have every faith that Dr. Nor- 
ton’s proposal has been founded on 
the most creditable premises and we 
are confident that every interest in 
this country concerned in the earliest 
relief of the dyestuff stringency as 
well as in the establishment of a do- 
mestic industry will join us in sin- 
cerely wishing that the plan could be 
brought to practical consummation. 
There are, ‘however, certain economic 
conditions which must be considered 
in their unyieldtmg and matter-of-fact 
relationship toward the ideal, and in 
an analysis of these conditions we are 
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confronted with a situation that does 
not admit of the most hopeful attain- 
ment. As we have indicated in a 
previous consideration of the subject, 
the demand in this country for prac- 
tically all of the coal-tar distillates 
has within the last few months as- 
sumed an urgency that cannot begin 
to be satisfied, despite the notable in- 
crease in production and important 
consuming interests have been clamor- 
ing in vain for the opportunity to book 
contracts over next year. We are ad- 
vised that several of our dyestuft 
plants have been seriously embar- 
rassed by the lack of the more im- 
portant materials, operating to 
all the greater disadvantage by rea- 
son of heavy engagements of the fin- 
ished products. There has been criti- 
cism that a substantial part of our 
output of coal-tar distillates is being 
absorbed for manufacture of products 
sent abroad for war purposes or is 
being exported for direct consumption 
by the belligerents. The argument is 
that these supplies should be con- 
served for our own peaceful wants, 
but the economic laws admit of no 
such utopian application, and the mar- 
ket must be regulated in accordance 
with practical and established forces. 
Toluol, which is one of the most keen- 
ly sought materials, is held on spot 
at a range of $4.50@5 per gallon, a 
more or less artificial level, it is true, 
but the demand remains far in excess 
of actual supply, and contracts for de- 
livering during 1916 have been made 
at $3.50@4 per gallon. Is it reasonable 
to expect our producers to deny them- 
selves of the advantage the insistent 
demand has created by granting spe- 
cial terms for the benefit of our dye- 
stuff industry or for the relief of the 
Swiss plants? If the latter are able 
and willing to purchase at prevailing 
prices, the sharp premium over nor- 
mal rates must be reflected in the sell- 
ing terms for the finished products.

consideration on the question of the 
practicability of co-operation with the 
Swiss plants,

Much mystery for a time surrounded 
the arrival at Baltimore of some 2,000 
tons of kainit and 500 tons of sulphate 
of potash from abroad. The shipment 
was represented as coming from 
France, and yet the available records 
at the custom house in Baltimore did 
not disclose the receipt of any such 
shipment. It finally developed that the 
shipment really came from France, but 
that it went to New York and was 
thence shipped to Baltimore. It is 
thought that the potash was sent to 
France from Germany before the war, 
and had been held there since. The 
high prices that prevail in the United 
States seem to have been sufficiently 
attractive for the holders to dispose 
of the supply in hand to American 
buyers. Of course, the shipment does 
not in any sense begin to meet the do- 
mestic requirements in the way of pot- 
ash, and manufacturers of mixtures 
have no expectation of being able to 
put out goods next season with any 
considerable percentage of potash.

Christian Dorflinger, a pioneer in the 
cut glass industry in this country, and 
founder of the largest cut glass busi- 
ness in the world, died on Wednesday 
last at his home in White Mills, Pa.

It is alleged 
in the declaration that on April 1, 1913, 
an agreement was entered into between 
the parties by which the plaintiff sold 
its trade-marks and the sole right to 
use the name of Continental Ointment 
to the syndicate for $50,000. The agree- 
ment was made, it is claimed, subject 
to the right of the defendant to rescind 
the contract at the expiration of two 
years upon giving 30 days’ notice. April 
2 last, it is contended, the plaintiff re- 
ceived notice that the defendant did 
not wish to continue the agreement, 
but according to the bill, the notice was 
too late. 


The charge that the menhaden fish- 
ermen of Virginia invade the waters 
of Maryland and deplete them of food 
fish, which are taken to the Virginia 
factories at the mouth of the bay, to 
be converted into fish scrap, is reiter- 
ated in a statement made by Swepson 
Earle, engineer of the Maryland Shell 
Fish Commission. Mr. Earle dwells 
on the growing scarcity of food fish 
in Maryland, and in casting about for 
an explanation he asserts that the 
blame must be placed upon the men- 
haden fishermen, who are prevented by 
law from taking such fish from their 
home waters, but encounter no such 
bar against operations in the portion 
of the Chesapeake Bay within the 
boundaries of Maryland.

McKay had $25 worth of 
the drug laid aside for him and paid $5 
on the account. Mr. Isaacs said that 
the drug was not only contracted for, 
but was laid aside at the time of the 
sale and belonged to McKay and not to 
the store. In fact, the drug was not 
figured into the invoice of March 1.

Osage Indian Oil Land Hearing. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 13, 1915. 
With the general announcement that 
the important features of the plan con- 
templated by the government through the 
Interior Department for handling the 
Osage Indian oil leases, particularly with 
respect to a restriction on all leases of 
4,800 acres, is very unsatisfactory to most 
Foster lease 


of the sub-lessees under the 
and intimating a desire to carry the oil 
problem to Congress for relief, a large 


celegation of oil operators from the Okla- 
Interior De- 


homa fields appeared at the 7 
partment on Tuesday to attend hearings 
called by Secretary Lane. 


Practically all of the discussion of the 
tentative leases and regulations proposed 
by the Interior Department was conduct- 
ed by former representative A. M. Palm- 
er, of Pennsylvania, who appeared among

reguiations, more than sixty in number, 
intended to apply to the operations in 
both oil and gas. After submitting tnese 
tentative outlines of plans for the consid- 
eration of the conference, it Was pro- 
posed that the remainder of the day be 
occupied by the representative oil and gas 














operators present, who would endeavor 
to present at a meeting on Wednesday, 
a detailed ‘plan of their suggestions re- 
swecting hese leases and regulations, and 
tthe comference to await this course of ac- 
‘tion. Several hours were spent by the 
‘i And gas ‘men in conference on Tuesday 
imSht and it was decided that the ideas 
With respect to these leases and regula- 
‘tions showld be presented at the confer- 
‘ence ow Wednesday by former Repre- 
‘sentative Palmer, of Pennsylvania, speak- 
ing on Wehalf of all the parties in in- 
terest. 

The ‘general idea embodies in the con- 
‘feretce held by the oil and gas men, 
which was made up in large part of sub- 
Nexsees under the Foster lease that it is 
Wwtended to supersede, was that the ten- 
“ative leases and regulations proposed by 
the government are unworkable and that 
if enforced would practically put out of 


business many of the operators in the 
Osage fields. It was contended by the 
oil men that the rules and _ regulations 


prepared by Superintendent Wright and 
his coileagues are more drastic than were 
the resolutions embodies by the council 
of the Osage Indians last June, and that 
not only are the larger sub-lessees in 
danger of having their property and in- 
terests confiscated, but many smaller les- 
sees wili suffer serious burdens. 

At the conference held on Wednesday 
A. Mitchell Palmer, of Pennsylvania, 
former member of Congress from that 
State, spoke on behalf of the oil and gas 
men present, made a general attack upon 
the plan proposed by the government and 
protested against the 4,800-acre limitation 
as applied to.sub-lessees who have in- 
vested money and acquired rights under 
the Foster lease, Mr. Palmer contended 
that it is the belief of all of the oil men 
who have acquired property rights under 
the Foster lease and invested money 
therein, that the 4,800-acre limitation 
should not now apply to them no matter 
what the government might do with re- 
spect to future operations on the Osage 
Indian lands. 

This point with reference to the 4,800- 
acre limitation, and the further point ad- 
vanced by Mr. Palmer regarding the 
possible complication arising from the 
terms of the government proposition 
which would exclude an individual from 
‘obtaining «a 4,800-acre tract, even if he 
had made improvements thereon, provid- 
‘ed hte also were at the same time a stock- 


holder, even a minority stockholder in 
‘a corporation which would take a similar 
4,.9-acre tract. This complication of 


rights Mr. Palmer pointed out would work 
serious injustice and would bring about 
conditions which he declared the oil men 
in the Osage country could not work 
under. 

Turning particularly .to the leases ten- 
tatively proposed, Mr. Palmer, on behalf 
of the oil men, attacked the proposed 
one-sixth royalty and declared that in the 
opinion of the oil men the Indian owners 
of the oil lands would obtain greater 
benefits from a one-eighth royalty than 
from one-sixth. The contention was that 
a one-eighth royalty has been found more 
satisfactory wherever in effect. 

A large number of detailed objections 
were raised to the terms of the proposed 
oil leases and in section 2, of the tenta- 
tive oil leases, the oil men asked that 
the provision for payment should be made 
definite at a monthly payment of royalty 


rather than an uncertain time and that 
the provision in regard to the “highest 
market price in the mid-continent field’ 


should be stricken out and the propostion 
confined to the actual selling price im the 
region where the oil is extracted. It was 
also asked that the provision in regard to 
storage of royalty oil should be eliminated 


or mace more specific in regard to the 
amount of free storage that should be 
supplied In section 3 of the lease, a 


request was made that the provision au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Interior to 
suspend producing operations should be 
made to cover all the operations uni- 
formly, rather than leave it open for 
a possible suspension of operations at 
particular wells. 


The oil men attacked the _ provision 
which included casings of oil producing 
wells remaining a part of the land on 
expiration of leases. It was contended 





that this would detract from effective op- 
erations in wells during the last few 
months or years of operations under a 
lease, and the oil men asked that all cas- 
ings should be the property of the les- 
sees within five years of the expiration 
of the lease. The oil mem also asked 
that the provision in sections 7 and 8 of 
the tentative lease be modified by allow- 
ing greater time for oil and gas lessees 
to exercise their options as to operations. 

Section 12 of the tentative lease was 
also attacked as being indefinite with re- 
spect to the ownership of casing-head gas. 
A provision was asked to be inserted se- 
curing to the lessors a royalty upon the 
casing-head gas from the proceeds of the 
sales of gasoline produced at the wells. 

In order to prevent what was claimed to 
be a possibility of interference with the 
specific terms of the lease as a contract, 
the oil men asked a modification of sec- 
tion 15 of the lease so that the proviso 
would read, ‘‘provided that no regutations 
made after the approval of this lease 
shall operate tu affect terms of lease un- 
less agreed to by both parties.’’ The pro- 
vision of section 16 of the tentative lease 
was also objected to, in that it proposed 
toe violent terms and conditions for vio- 
lation of the regulations. The oil men 
asked that due notice and hearing should 
precede any proposed cancellation of a 
lease. 

Similar cfiticism was made of the terms 
of the proposed gas lease. 

In regard to the details of the regula- 
tions as proposed, speaking for the oil 
men, Mr. Palmer asked that the provi- 
sion of section 1, in the regulations, be 
mude clear as to who may obtain “lease 
of additional lands,’’ contending that in- 
dividual holders of leases under the Fos- 
ter lease should be privileged to obtain 
lands, although they may also have 
stockholding imterests in corporations 
which obtain other lands, 

ior the most part, the regulations as 
proposed by the government were declared 
to be satisfactory to the oil men if they 
are modified in accordance with the sug- 
gestions they made*at this conference 
with reference to the limitation of acre- 
age holdings and the amount of royalties 
to be paid. 

In concluding his argument before the 
board at the conference, Mr. Palmer em- 











phasized particularly the idea that pre- 
vails among the oil men to the effect that 
4,800-acre limitation intended to be car- 
ried in the leases is contrary to the pro- 
visions of the resolution passed by the 
Osage Indian council in June, last, which 
is the basis of the present action. Mr. 
Palmer insisted that a fair interpretation 
of the Indian council resolutions does 
not mecessarily require a ruling that only 
4.0 acres must be held by a single 
lessee under the new plan of getting rid 
of the Foster lease. Mr. Palmer said that 
it is the purpose of the oil men, if Secre- 
tary Lane imsists on this 4,800-acre limi- 
tation, to take the matter back to the 
Osage council for an expression by the 
Indians on this point. Mr, Palmer also 
agreed to furnish the board for the in- 
forination of Secretary Lane, revised cop- 
ies of the regulations with the changes 
suggested by the oil operators, 

In a brief statement to the board, F. C, 
Proctor, of the Gypsy Oil Company, em- 
phasized the point desired by the oil op- 
erators that all those sub-lessees under 
the Foster lease, who have made large 
improvements upon tracts of land exceed- 
ing 4,800 acres, shall have the privilege, 
if the limitation is insisted upon, of tak- 
ing over any of the improved tracts at 
the highest bid that shail be offered for 
such tracts and improvements thereon: 

A statement was made to the board by 
David Connolly, of the Central Petroleum 
Company, and other operators, that the 
limitation proposed in the pending leases 
would put all of their concerns out ot 
business. Mr. Connolly spoke for the 
Wolverine Oil Company and others, in 
saying that they are unable to operate 
with the amount of surface lands they 
now have and are desirous of obtaining 
more rather than be limited, as is pro- 
posed in the present plan. 

The new oil lease proposed 
Osage lands embraces about 
tinct propositions, important parts being 
embodied in section 2, which relates to 
the royalty of 16 2-3 per cent. of the oil, 
or the gross proceeds of oil, which 
amount the oil men declare is too high a 
royalty to be paid under existing condi- 
tions. This lease also provides for the 
payments of the royalty in oil or cash and 


for the 
twenty dis- 


contains the provision for the Federal 
Government acquiring any oil at the 
highest posted market price on the day 


the government may want such oil. There 
is a provision also in section 2 of the 
lease authorizing the Secretary of the In- 
terior in his discretion in the interest of 
limiting the output of oil to direct the 
suspension of drilling operations. The oil 
men have asked that this provision be 
made more specific. Other sections of 
the lease relate to what shall be paid for 
locations for operating plants and what 
shall be done with respect to the rights 
to property connected with drilling op- 
erations on the expiration of leases. There 
are many provisions of this lease covering 
the disposal of oil, of casing-head gas, 
gasoline, etc., and also provisions in re- 
gard to surrenders of any parts of lands 


covered by the lease, and provisions in 
regard to termination of leases under 
various specified conditions. These ma- 


terial parts of the lease are attacked by 
the oil men for uncertainty and what is 
alleged to be unfair treatment of the op- 
erators who have made large investments 
in the Osage oil country. 

The gas mining lease is similar in form 
of that of the oil lease, but the operators 
attack a provision proposed to be inserted, 


which would limit the market value of 
the gas at the well at 4 cents a 1,000 
cubic feet. The operators insist that the 
market value should govern rather than 
a specific figure. 

The first dozen paragraphs in the ten- 
tative regulations contain the features 


about which there was the most contro- 
versy at the conference. Twenty-five or 
30 paragraphs in the regulations are not 
objected to unless they conflict with the 
propositions advanced by the operators 
with respect to changes in the oil and 
gas contracts and the specific provisions 
intended to cover the new leases in super- 
seding the Foster lease. All these provi- 
sions, in respect to those points in which 
it is asserted by the operators the pres- 
ent sub-lessees do not obtain fair treat- 
ment, considering their large investments 


under the Foster lease, are attacked by 
the operators in detail. Other features of 
the regulations cover the methods for 


acquiring leases of the lands, how leases 
may be assigned and the detailed provi- 
sions under which the operations are to 
be conducted, including the powers and 
duties of inspectors, and the duties of 
lessees, in their handling of the prop- 
erty covered by the leases, most of which 
regulations are technical and are of in- 
terest only to those who will actually 
operate under the leases. 

It is recognized here that Secretary 
Lane has a serious problem in hand to 
reaching a decision regarding these leases 
and regulations thereunder. It is be- 
lieved that the oil operators have made 
some strong points, and while naturally 
they will look out for their own inter- 
ests, they have submitted propositions 
that apparently contain elements of mer- 
it, although doubtless some of their 
propositions will be objected to by Sec- 
retary Lane as being unfair to the Osage 
tribal owners of the oil lands. 

According to the present plans, Super- 
intendent J. George Wright and his col- 
leagues, who prepared the leases and reg- 
ulations, will present the results of this 
conference to Secretary Lane sometime 
within the next two weeks, and it is 
expecied that the degision of the Secre- 
tary as to the final terms of the leases 
and regulations will be announced early 
in September.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 11, 1915. 
There was a pretty keen demand for 
the limited amount of flaxseed that was 
received in the Minneapolis market dur- 
ing the past week and prices were firm 
compared with the futures. Most of the 
week there were four crushers in the 
market for supplies and only for a day 
two did any of them drop out. Bids 
over Duluth September price for 
seed were the highest made 
of the buyers were willing 
much for the best seed.

Crushers are using all of the seed they 
ean buy in the spot market, besides tak- 
ing some stuff out of private storage 
right along. The single elevator lot of 
importance has not been sold as yet, at 
least no trade has been reported. rhe 
line elevator companies accumulated cars 
in their terminal houses from time to 
time and offered them for sale. Private 
stocks are very low and public elevator 
stocks showed a further decrease during 
the past week.

holders to sell elevator seed to local 
erushers. Offers were made through 
local commission houses and one of the 
Duluth companies had a_ representative 


here this week trying to dispose of seed 
at 41%6c. over September, which seems to 
be the accepted limit with most of the 
holders in that market. So far as known 
no trades were made, though their is an 
increasing desire to trade shown on the 
part of buyer and seller. The chief draw- 
back to trade in this Duluth seed is the 
quality. During the past season any- 
thing that graded No. 1 was taken in by 
the Duluth houses and no doubt there is 
a heavy mixture of Minnesota and South 
Dakota seed, which up to the present 
time the local crushers have neglected. 
In fact, a lot of Minnesota seed was 
shipped from this market to Duluth be- 
cause local crusheers did not fancy it. 
As long as the buyers can get country 
run seed at 3c. over the September fu- 
ture there is little probability of their 
buying this Duluth seed at 4%c. Over. 
The fact that Eastern crushers are not 
in the market for it lends hope to local 
erushers that they will be able to get 
better offers before long. At present the 
oil trade is not brisk enough to make 
crushers particularly keen to bid on in- 
ferior seed just to insure having a supply 
on against a possible contingency. Du- 
luth holders offer to deliver the seed in 
Minneapolis at 444c. over the September. 

Crop news is excellent. Some com- 
piaints of wilt have been received, but 
on the whole the outlook is fine. Some 
of the crushers are complaining that the 
government has overestimated the acre- 
age. All agree that the condition of tne 
crop is excellent, but a number in the 
trade profess a belief that the govern- 
ment estimate on the acreage is too large. 
Judging from some private reports re- 
ceived the acreage this year was added 
to largely in late seeding and the gov- 
ernment figures are not far out of line. 
Moisture in the soil is ample and with 
frosts deferred until the usual time a big 
crop is in prospect for the Northwest. 
Present growing conditions are perfect. 
More rain is predicted by the government 
for the latter part of this week, but they 
will not hurt the flax crop. 

The cargo of Argentine seed bought by 
a local crusher has been all taken care of 
and the daily receipts consist of domestic 
seed with practically all of the movement 
directed toward Minneapolis. One of the 


crushing companies is trying to accumu- 
late enough seed to oven their mill and 
mo doubt the competition for offerings 
this week will be stronger. Oi] stocks 


are very low and any desire to take care 
of regular oil customers should make for 
a strong effort to get raw material. 
Conditions in the market this year are 
much more bullish than they were a year 
ago. Trading in the flax futures then had 
just been resumed and country offerings 
were light, but there was considerable 
seed in public houses that was offered for 
saie from time to time. This vear the 
public houses hold practically nothing and 
there is very little stuff in private bins. 
Oil stocks were heavier a year ago also. 
Minneapolis and Duluth both had heavier 
stocks of seed on hand and prices were 
about 5c. lower. A year ago the move- 
ment of the crop started unusually early, 


but this year the cron is late and the 
movement will be deferred beyond the 
normal time. In fact the clean-up of 
the cld crop this year promises to be 
the most thorough in the history of the 
trade, despite the fact that a _ large 
amount of Argentine seed has been im- 
ported Minneapolis handled the bulk of 
the crop this past vear receiving 1,500,000 
bushels more than Duluth has to date, as 
compared with nearly 500,000 bushels in 
favor of Duluth a yvear ago. While crop 
conditions a year ago were bullish. this 
year they are very bearish. The desire 
of the farmers to put every inch of 
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plowed ground under cultivation this year 
resulted in an unexpectedly large acreage 
and the estimated yield is nearly 3,000,000 
bushels greater. Hot weather came at a 
critical period last year, while this year 
the situation, beyond the late start, has 
been almost perfect. 


LINSEED OIL. 


Trade in oil is limited and the market 
is devoid of feature. There is a moderate 
deinand for oil to be delivered in the near 
future, buyers holding off as much as 
possible and placing orders for smal lots 
usually. Few of them have any supplies 
of consequence and those depending on 
local crushers for supplies are only tak- 
ing stuff as they need it. The fact that 
Eastern crushers are supplying a much 
larger territory on account of the use of 
Argentine seed for crushing is about all 
that saves the country from an oil famine 
this year, as the stocks on hand are ex- 
tremely light and a demand coming from 


the usual territory would quickly dry 
them up. Shipments of oil during the 
past week totaled 1,000,000 pounds less 
than a year ago. Most of the crushers 


are making the oil they sell owing to the 
fact that they have nothing much in re- 


serve to take care of even the orders 
furnished by their most regular cus- 
tomers. 

There is the usual amount of jobbing 


trade to look after and buyers are taking 
care of contracts as fast as they mature. 
In fact, some of the buyers are more 
than ready with their shipping directions 
on maturing contracts. 

Interest in new crop oil is poor. Now 
ard then a crusher is able to close a deal 
with a buyer for a small amount of de- 
ferred, but in the main the buyers are 
holding off and do not trouble to make 
inquiries for prices. Bookings are un- 
usually light for this time of the year, 
largely because of the fact that Eastern 
erushers have been able to reach more 
territory this year on account of their 
cheap supplies of Argentine seed. Crop 
news is also a deterrant. As long as the 
news continues as favorable as it is there 
is little likelihood of the buyers booking 
their season's supply. In view of the 
circumstances the crushers are not trying 
to stimulate the market with low offers, 
although the situation favors some specu- 
lative sales. 

Competition for old crop oil trade is 
not as keen as it was a week ago. De- 
pletion of supplies on hand and the diffi- 
culty in securing ample supplies of seed 
are factors that tend to make the crush- 
ers independent and less anxious to press 
matters. 

Spot and November-April oil quoted in 
the vicinity of 48¢c.. according to the size 
of the lot wanted and time of shipment. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL. 

Considering the season, there is a fairly 
g0od demand for oil meal and prices are 
$344 higher than they were a year ago. 
lowa buyers took care’ of considerable 
stuff during the past week and there was 
some inquiry from Kansas and Nebraska. 
Feeding grains are still very expensive 
and the millfeed market is high. Ex- 
portations of cake are on a liberal basis 
comparatively and the general situation 
is sound as far as a, basis for values is 
concerned. During the pst week some 
stuff was offered at $33 and taken, but 
most crushers ‘were satisfied to take ad- 
vantage of the export demand for cake 
and held for $34. The output is more lib- 
eral and shipments do not show that all 
of the byproduct of the mills is being 
moved out promptly. though no accumu- 
lation is reported. Shipping directions on 


maturing orders are very prompt and 
mixed car dealers are taking out sup- 
plies as fast as thev are tendered on 


contracts. Prices quoted at $33@34. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


It is hard to get a line on the cake mar- 


ket. Eastern exporters are in the market 
right along and some sales are. being 
made to them. When the demand is 


slack the crushers send the stuff forward 
to wait for the demand and on the whole 
the undertone of the market is firm. Ship- 
ments to Rotterdam continue’ rather 
freely, but the movement to other mar- 
kets abroad has dropped to almost noth- 
ing. The United Kingdom is not taking 
much stuff. Reports from abroad con- 
tinue to speak of the strong demand for 
cake and the light supplies on hand. so 
the crushers are not at all worried about 
the market for their offerings during the 
immediate future. Quotations held firm 
to strong at $34.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Mimn., Aug. 11, 1915. 

Flax is virtually 10 cents higher than it 
was a week ago today, im the face of the 
bearish government crop report; but it is 
not stable at its present standing. It 
would seem that the traders are afraid of 
the report and yet do not believe it. A 
trade of a couple of thousand bushels 
will do wonders to the market, but few 
trades are made. The crushers get in al- 
most every day for small lots. but there 
is very little offering, and that situation 
is what gives an appearance of strength 
to the seed just now. It would not take 
much to smash the market right now, 
and it would not take a great deal to 
boost it. No buying of bonded flax is 
taking place and there are no quotations 
on Canadian seed. 


The constant fear of more Argentine 
flax being brought to the West still hangs 
over the market. In fact, it is reported 
that two more cargoes are imminent. 

But the chief factor is the American 
crop. The government report issued in 
July was flatly disbelieved, and it was 
expected that the August report would 
show a radical revision of figures: but it 
did not come. Amn estimate of 18,000.000 
bushels was made, an increase of 2,000,000 
bushels over last year. With reports com- 


ing in locally showing big average esti- 
mates—far larger than last year—the 
traders are guessing, and as a matter of 


fact do not know what to do, and it may 
be that they will continue in that condi- 
tion unti! the crop is being harvested. 
which will be about the middle or last of 
September. 


Of course the oil market is cutting a 
large figure. The weak factor is the large 
accumulation of oil, but as the price of 
oil is based on the price of flax, the 
crushers cannot afford to let the price 
drop until the supply of oil is well dis- 


posed of. What will happen after that is 
a question, with the chances in favor of 
a big drop in the seed prices. Just now 
crushers are buying enough, or offering 
to buy enough, to keep the price of the 
seed up.

THE WINNIPEG MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 9, 1915. 

Last week started with hardly any de- 
mand for flax, but a substantial advance 
was recorded the first day in sympathy 
with the United States situation. Next 
day it weakened, with a very narrow 
trade. On Thursday there was evidence 
of some buying, probably for crushers, 
and the market advanced again. The sit- 
uation continued to strengthen the last 
two days of the week, the week-end ad- 
vance having been 3%c. The inquiry, how- 
ever, Was limited. 

Official figures showed that there were 
1,205,942 bushels of flax im store at Fort 
William and Port Arthur at the end of 
July, compared with 2,326,611 bushels 
at the corresponding date last year. The 
week’s shipments from the two ports 
totaled 16,215 bushels, as compared witn 


as 


97,210 bushels in the corresponding week 
of 1914. Receipts for the week were 28,115 
bushels, 


The following were the closing prices of 
flax on the Winnipeg market on each day 
of the week, all prices being on the basis 
of deiivery in store at Fort William and

Receipts of flax from the country dur- 
ing the week averaged oniy about 3,000 
bushels per day, as compared with about 
9,000 bushels per day a year ago. Offerings 


will be very small until the new crop 
comes on the market. The amount of this 
grain in store at country elevators west 


of Winnipeg at the first of last week was 
44,436 bushels, against 194,168 bushels at 
the corresponding date last year. 

Flax inspected past Winnipeg from the 
beginning of the crop-year, September 1, 


1914, to July 31, 1915, aggregated 3,966,750 
bushels, as compared with 13,994, 200 


bushels in the corresponding part of the 
preceding crop-year. 

Reports from the country indicate that 
this season's yield per acre of flax will be 
about an average.

Producers of 
white lead are supplied with pig lead 
bought at high prices and the drop in 
the metal this week was not followed 
in the pigment market. French process 
zine oxide is very strong and is held at 
high levels. One of the interesting 
features of the week was the report 
that the Health Department was taking 
steps to eliminate the use of lead in 
ordinary paints. It is stated that a 
conference will be called to be attended 
by representatives of the Health De- 
partment, commercial painters and 
allied interests for the purpose of 
passing regulations requiring the sub- 
stitution of zinc for lead in ordinary 
paints. All paint making oils were 
quiet during the week. Linseed oil was 
firmer in some quarters, but in gen-ral 
the price was the same as a week ago. 
The government crop report on flax- 
seed, issued on Monday, was decidedly 
bearish and indicated a yield of 18,000,- 
000 bushels. Soya bean oil is offered 
at low prices without influencing buy- 
ers. Dry colors vary with some selec- 
tions normal, while others are selling 
far above their usual levels. The 
situation in colors did not improve dur- 
ing the week. Some of the miscella- 
neo_s materials are firm and chalk is 
nominal, with difficulty experienced in 
bringing in supplies. A review of the 
linseed oil and naval stores markets 
will be found on pages 21 and 23, re- 
spectively. On page 12 there is a com- 
plete report, on the flaxseed situation. 
A report on alcohol will be found un- 
der the drug market. Comment on the 
important items in the paint trade fol- 
lows: 

LEAD, ZINC 

PIG LEAD.—Lower prices 
lead were reached this week 
ing the latter half of the period 
quotation was placed at 4%c. 
pound. Even this price was not 
as there were offers at 4.30@4.40c. per 
pound by some of the so-called inde- 
pendent sellers. Demand has not been 
increased by the lowering of prices 
and most consumers appear to be cov- 
ered for their nearby wants. At St. 
Louis lead was quoted as dull and 
nominal at 4.35@4.40c. per pound. Lead 
ore is held at $50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The tone of the market is less 
strong than it was last week, as is to 
be expected with the metal showing a 
decline of one-half cent per pound dur- 
ing the interval. Corroders of lead 
are working on metal purchased above 
the present market price, at least this 
is so in some cases if it is not general. 
On this account it is hardly possible 
for the pigment to follow closely and 
immediately all the fluctuations of the 
metal market. There is also a feeling 
in some quarters that the metal will 
not remain for long at its present low 
level. The lead products are holding 
the quotations of last week with dry 
white lead at 6%c. per pound and 
white lead in oil at 7%4c. per pound. 
These quotations refer to large quan- 
tities. and smaller lots maintain the 
usual premiums. The market is rather 
quiet with nothing to distinguish trad- 
ing. Considerable interest was aroused 
during the week by the report that 
the Health Department of the city had 
started a campaign to combat the lead 
poisoning from which some commer- 
cial painters suffer and to substitute 
zine for lead in the composition of the 
ordinary paints. This is not a new 
question and agitation against the use 
of lead in paints has been highly de- 
veloped in some of the European coun- 
tries. In this country leading corrod- 
ers have taken such precautions as 
would reduce to a minimum the pos- 
sible danger to their employes. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The revised price of last 
week was effective throughout the pe- 
riod and large lots are freely offered 
at 6c. per pound. There is a moderate 
jobbing business on which premiums 
are asked over the inside price. The 
market is quiet with consumption 
about normal. The effects of reduced 
prices for the metal were noticeable 
in an easier undertone to the market 
and in the expectations of many con- 
sumers that more favorable prices for 
basic sulphate would result. 

RED LEAD.—The Canal Commission 
will open bids on September 2 calling 
for 25,000 pounds of dry red lead. Mar- 
ket prices for dry red lead are given at 
7c. per pound and upward, according to 
quantity. This is the same price as 
was quoted last week. Red leag in oil 
also selling at unchanged prices, with 
7c. per pound given as the inside price 
for large amounts.

Im- 
ported glues are coming to hand in a 
smaller way and total arrivals show 
a decided decrease as compared with 
the figures of last year. 

VARNISH GUMS. 

Demand for varnish gums has been 
quiet during the interval. Prices are 
holding rather steady and as buying is 
moderate the quotations will depend 
upon conditions in the primary mar- 
kets. There is very little danger of 
any selling pressure here which would 
weaken prices, for the consumption of 
gums has been good over the past few 
months and stocks have been taken 
out of the market promptly and thus 
prevented any heavy accumulations. 
Kauri is strong at primary points and 
this reflected here, but sellers are 
still offering No. 1 at 37c. per pound. 
Quotations for kauri vary from 3c. 
per pound for dark brown dust to 48c. 
per pound for pale scraped selections. 
Congo copals are holding the interest 
of buyers, although buying is slower 
than it was earlier in the year. Prices 
are held at 7@22c. per pound, according 
to grade. Batavia damar is offered at 
15%4c. and Singapore damar at 18%c. 
These prices refer to No. 1 damar in 
each case. Manila chips are quoted at 
6c. and nubs at 6@7%c. 

WINDOW GLASS. 

It will require an improved demand 
for window glass to put the market in 
a better condition. As it is there are 
reports that stocks in manufacturers’ 
hands are too large and consuming de- 
mand has not increased as fast as had 
been expected. It is true that produc- 
tion has been on a limited scale during 
the summer, but some of the machine 
operated plants are still running and 
the stocks of glass are not yet reduced 
to any extent, and if the fall trade re- 
mains qziet the predicted scarcity of 
certain sizes will not materialize. 
There has been no change 
conditions and prices and discounts are 
quoted at former levels. 


Narcotic Drug Abuses and Remedies. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 13, 1915. 
has just been prepared for tne 
United States Public Health Service a 
paper by Dr. M. I. Wilbert on the num- 
ber and kind of drug addicts. 

The object of Dr. Wilbert’s paper is to 
reply to what he asserts are the errors in 
u majority of the statements contained in 
the public press and current periodicals 
regarding the number of persons addicted 
to opium, cocaine, ete., and also the 
statements regarding the responsibility 
for dope fiends including charges in re- 
gard to physicians, drug stores, ete. Dr. 
Wilbert reviews these various assertions 
and also devotes considerable attention to 
an analysis of reports made by State 
officials regarding the number of addicts 
and also comments very generally on 
State laws and also the Federal anti- 
narcotic law for the control of narcotic 
drugs. In closing his review, Dr. Wilbert 
says:— 

With these several possibilities fairly well 
established it would appear to be unfortunate 
to indorse or even to countenance exception 
clauses in anti-narcotic laws. 

In the Federal anti-narcotic law we have 
the possibility of an accurate survey of ex- 
isting conditions in connection with the use 
and abuse of certain narcotic drugs. The find- 
ings, if they can be made a matter of record, 
will place the blame for the illicit use of the 
proscribed drugs where it rightfully belongs, 
and will suggest ways and means for correct- 
ing existing abuses. 

To secure efficient restrictions on 
and distribution of narcotics and to demon- 
strate that they are not primarily to blame 
for the generation and continuation of the ad- 
diction referred to, pharmacists individually 
should not alone be willing to comply with ex- 
isting requirements under the law, but should 
see to it that others engaged in the same 
line of business comply fully with the spirit 
as well as the letter of existing laws and 
regulations. 

There can be no gainsaying the fact that 
the amounts of opium and of cocoa consumed 
annually in this country are out of all pro- 
portion to the actual need for medicinal pur- 
poses, but to locate the existing leaks the 
followers of all branches of medicine, and 
particularly the men engaged in the practice 
of pharmacy must make consistent and per- 
sistent efforts to purge themselves of even 
the suspicion of being directly or indirectly 
to blame for existing abuses. 


In regard to one of the charges con- 
tained in the current discussion of the 
narcotic drug habit, namely that ‘‘more 
than 2 ner cent. of the people of the coun- 
try are addicted to the use of opium and 
cocaine,"" Dr. Wilbert quotes from a re- 
port by the Food and Drug Commission 
of Tennessee, the details of which report 
lead Dr. Wilbert to the following con- 
clusions:— 


The average consumption per day of the 
morphine addicts was 8.5 grains, or approxi- 
mately 1,000 doses each month, or 12,000 doses 
a year. The State of Tennessee contains 
slightly more than 2 per cent. of the total 
population of the United States, and on the 
supposition that the same ratio of addicts and 
the amount of material consumed will hold 
good throughout the country we would have a 
total of something more than 118,000 drug 
habitues, consuming approximately 1,416,000, - 
OvuO average doses per year. 

Granting the somewhat improbable assertion 
that 90 per cent. of the opium imported is 
used illegitimately, at the rate that it is said 
to be consumed in the State of Tennessee, we 
could have as a maximum not more than 
187,000 users of opium, its derivatives and al- 
kaloids, in all parts of the United States. 

In regard to the use of cocaine, a recent 
authority asserts that one ounce of cocaine is 
enough to keep fifty fiends thoroughly well 
doped for a week; or, in other words, that one 
ounce of cocaine is enough to keep one fiend 
thoroughly well doped for a year. 


While these figures show that it be pos- 
sible that there are 150,000 cocaine fiends 
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the sale 


in the country, Dr. Wilbert concludes that 
these figures are high and that there are 
nothing like the number of addicts to nar-

SECOND WESTERN MEETING HELD AT CHICAGO—PRESIDENT HEMINWAY RE- 
VIEWS THB WORK OF THE ASSOCIATION—MEETING CONSIDERS BULLETIN 
NO. 82 0 FTHE HYGIENIC LABORATORY—MATTERS OF OPEN PRICE COMPE 
TITION FULLY DISCUSSED—INSECTICIDE BOARD AND OTHER GOVERNMENT 
OFFICALS TO BB INVITED TO ATTEND THE ANNUAL MEETING IN DE- 
CEMBER, 

A meeting of the members of the Insee- bers to keep in constant touch with the 
ticide and Disinfectant Manufacturers 
Assuciation, Inc., was held at the Hotel 
Sherman, Chicago, Ill, on Monday and 


Tuesday of last week (August 9 and 10), 
this being the second meeting to be held 
in the West this year. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President Hemingway at 11 o’clock, Mon- 
day morning, who stated that the meet- 
ing had been called pursuant to the 
wishes of the Western manufacturers, as 
expressed at the meeting held in Cincin- 
nati last May. Mr. Hemingway reviewed 
the work of the association and pointed 
with pride to the rapid growth in mem- 
bership. He called attention to the fact 
that, since the Cincinnati meeting, the 
association has issued a booklet giving 
full direction for the use of insecticides, 
had issued a summary of the New Hamp- 
shire law; a pamphlet giving a digest of 
the State laws governing the manufac- 
ture and sale of insecticides and disin- 
fectants and had through their counsel 
prepared opinions for a number of mem- 


bers who had written for advice. 
In the absence of Harry J. Schnell, 
secretary of the association, A. S. Hick- 


erson, of St. Louis, acted in that capacity. 
President Hemingway called upon Ben- 


jamin M. Kaye, counsel to the associa- 
tion, to state what had been done on the 
legal side. Mr. Kaye said that he had 
been working on the proposed uniform 


law, of which copies had been sent to all 
the members; that he had received a 
great many replies from members and 
from agriculture commissions of the dif- 
ferent States, suggesting amendments to 
the proposed law; that many of the 
amendments proposed were decidedly 
contradictory. He then told the meeting 
that the Commission on Uniform State 
Laws was about to hold its session at 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and that he had 
sent to the president of that commission 
a copy of the summary of State insec- 
ticide laws, and asked the co-operation 
of that commission in securing the pass- 
age of a uniform law. Mr. Kaye then 
told of a number of opinions which he 
had prepared for members who had sent 
in inyguiries, and again urged the mem-

secretary, so that, in time, a working set 
of pertinent opinions would be available. 

President Hemingway then requested 
D. N. Calkins, general manager of the 
Rochester Germicide Company, to read 
to the association a letter which Mr. Cal- 
kins had sent to the secretary last month, 
and which President Hemingway thought 
set forth in a most excellent manner the 
aim and purpose of the association. 

After Mr. Calkins had read the letter 
it was moved that the same be incor- 
porated in the minutes of the meeting. 
The letter is as follows:— 

There are one or two things which we would 
like to suggest for your consideration with 
regard to this proposed uniform State law 
which, we think, is incomplete tn some re- 
spects, yet, on the whole, is in the right di- 
rection. One of the most serious propositions 
of the whole question is that the matter of 
decision as to whether an article in question 
is mislabeled or misbranded is left almost en- 
tirely with one or two men, and the only de- 
fense that the manufacturer has is to take his 
into court with expert evidence, etc., 
you know is so costly that it is prac 
tically prohibitive in many instances In oth- 
er words, the cost of defending the case is too 
heavy, based upon the returns from the sale 
of the goods, to warrant any defense being 
made. It seems to us that there should be a 
reference board, to which one could appeal 
fr any action started against them, so that 
the matter would not rest almost entirely with 
one or two people. 

Then there is such a variety of opinions to- 
day on the question of disinfectants and in- 
secticides that the manufacturer hardly knows 
which way to turn The very best advice 
which he can secure outside of Washington 
may be ahsolutely contrary to their opinion, 
and there is ne recourse other than by expen- 
sive litigation as the matter now stands. The 
writer has contended ever since the co-effi- 
cleney question came up that there was as 
much of an opportunity for discrepancy in 
test as there was in the manufactured article 
itself, in other words, that the phenols vary 
and that the culture or media vary in their 
verility or strengih, and that a very vigorous 
culture would naturally preduce a lower < 
efficient than a less vigorous and active cul- 
ture, and he is elad to note that this point 
is now being recognized and that there is an 
effort on foot to hold up all legislation until 
experts can come to an understanding that 
will produce more uniform tests. We have 
had tests rancing auywhere from 2% to 9 
made by the same leboratory out of the same 
bottle over a pericd of three months. We will 
acmit that this is rather unusual, but never 
theless it occurred; but it is a very frequent 
thing for us to have taboratories make re- 
ports varyine from 20 to 40 per cent. on the 
same identical material; and in the face of 
these things the association, it seems to us, 
should oppose any legislation and urge leinency 
toward supposed violators of the law until 
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which 
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this serious defect can be remedied. 

Then, again, it seems to us that as an as- 
sociation we should attempt to create a spirit 
of regniation by the government rather than 
@ spirit of prosecution As it now stands the 
governmert appears to be just as anxious to 
get convictions and to »rosecute cases as the 


average attorney would be to win a case that 
might be assigned to him and for which he 
was to be paid for the winning. Surely in- 
nocent and technical violations of the law, 
viewed from a reasonable or moral standpoint, 
are not deserving of prosecution in court, at 
least until after a warning has been given. 
The government must be led to see that they 


can accomplish very ‘nuch more by regulation 
and advising peonle on the start where they 
are violating a law as to labels or material, 


and onlv prosecute on the second offense or re- 


fusal to coraply with their suggestions, and we 


trust thet at your next gathering something 
will be done along this line. 
Furthermore. if the government or the In- 


secticide Board is to be the sole and last judge 
of materiais and labeling and what the ma- 
terial will do, then they should be the first 
judge as to whether an article is in keeping 
with the preposed label and the manufacturer 
should have the privilege of submitting sam- 
ples to them on a proposed, product which he 
intends to make and have them advise wheth- 
er it is in keeping with their views and with 
+he literature which is proposed to be used 
with it. There is no other fair way, it seems 
to us, in which this matter can be handled 
because as the matter now stands they refuse 
to take or consider the reports of any outside 
laboratory to which we are forced to go for 
advice along these lines. 

vastly, the association should and we 
assume is lending its efforts in every 
possible way to get fair and just laws 
regarding the manufacture, sale and 
labelings of insecticides and disinfectants, 


which is without question very much 
needed at this time. 
H. W. Cole was then called upon, and 


stated that his company had prepared a 
booklet for the use of disinfectants, which 
it would be glad to place at the disposal 


of the members of the association; that 
the same would be printed shortly, but 
he wiched it distinctly understood that 


his company, while issuing the booklets, 
with the knowledge that some embodied 
great care and research, would mot pro- 
fess same to be authoritative. 


A number of the members then dis- 
cussed cases which they had had with 
the Insecticide Board, and stated that 
while they were strongly with the board 
in its efforts to get after irresponsible 
and fraudulent manufacturers, they felt 
that the board was not giving the reputa- 
ble manufacturers as much assistance as 
it could, especially by declining to com- 
mit itself to the correctness of labels 
when same were submited to it by the 
manufacturers. Some of the members 
pointed out that in the progressive Euro- 
pean countries, the governmental depart- 
ments did their utmost to foster and in-

A committee was then appointed, con- 
sisting of Mr. Hickerson, Mr. Cole, Mr.

The committee prepared a resolu- 
tion which was read to the members, and 
after careful consideration and _ several 
amendments, the resolution was adopted 
in the following form 

Whereas, The Insecticide and Disinfactant 
Manufacturers’ Association is opposed to the 
indiscriminate and premature publication of 
results of ‘scientific investigations where same 
involve in any way egitimate commercial 
products, and 

Whereas, The association realizes that the 
official bodies do not desire to favor special 
products unduly or unfairly, and 

Whereas. The results of the publication of 
Hygienic Laboratory Bulletin No. 82 has heen 
in effect of great advantage to special inter 
ests and of great disadvantage to other legit- 
imate manufacturers, and 

Whereas, Hygienic Laboratory Bulletin No 


82 has been found to be misleading and unfair 


in section II thereog in the following particu 
lars:— 

(a) That on its face it is clearly incomplete 
in that it affects only ome commercial dis 
infectants. 

(b) That in the case of the disinfectants 
passed upon, the samples tested were not in 
all cases representative. in that some were 
four or five years old and gome were recent 
and brought in recent discoveries and thus 
gave the manufacturers of the more recent 
samples an undue advantage under the coeffi 
ciency test. 

(c) That the Hygienic Laboratory undertook 
therein to pass upon certain valuable disin 
fectants which are not properly amenable to 
their phenol coefficiency test; thus working 
an injustice to the manufacturers of such 
products and leaving a wrong impression as 
to their value, 

(d) That in the case of products which 
have for vears been recommended by the 
United States Government as valuable disin 
fectants (formaldehyde,  etc.), no mention 
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Woo 
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ad 
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thereof has been made In the bulletin because 
no phenol coefficiency could be shown, 

(e) That many manufacturers of valuable 
disinfectants were refused tests by the Hy- 
g@ient Laboratory and therefore found no 
place in Bulletin No. 8&2 or bulletins supple- 
mental thereto, 

(f) That the manufacturers who have found 
rlace in Bulletin No. 82 are using same broad- 
ly the way of advertising matter, as bear- 
ing the indorsement of the United States Gov 
ernment, to the detriment of those not men- 
tioned Now. therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Insecticide and Disin- 
fectant Manufacturers’ Association express it 
self as opposed in principle to the publication 
of said Bulletin No. 82, and be itt further 

Resolved, That the Treasury Department be 
requested to withdraw from publication and 
distribution said Bulletin No. 82 and use its 
etforts to prevent the use thereof as giving 
the indorsement of the United States Gov- 
ernment to the products therein mentioned, 
and be it further 


Resolved, That 
nrinted and copies thereof 
Treasury Department, the Hygienic Labora- 
tory, the Surgeon General, U. 8. Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service, to Federal, State

and municipal authorities, boards of health, 
agricultural experiment stations and colleges, 
municipal and State boards of control and 
boards of affairs, members of the association 
and all those interested in the proper use of 
disinfectants. 

The members then took up the matter 
of open-price competition, as suggested 
in a book entitled, ‘““‘The New Competi- 
tion,”” by Arthur J. Eddy. F. J. Lewis 
addressed the members at length on the 


udvantages of open-price competition, and 
it was the sense of the meeting that steps 
be taken looking to the adoption of some 
such plan, so as to put the industry upon 
i stable and money-making basis. 


The members then took up the plan of 
control of employes, so that the different 
concerns might not be hampered by hav- 


ing employes leave them to take up posi- 





tions with competing concerns. The mat- 
ter was fully discussed, and the follow- 
ing resolution was thereupon adopted:— 
Resolved, That manufacturers of insecticides 
and disinfectants be requested to notify the 
secretary of the association whenever an em- 
ploye leaves their employ or is discharged; 
that the secretary keep a record of such 
termination of employment; that such records 
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has the call.

Plans for Relieving the Swiss Dye- 
stuff Plants. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 13, 1915. 
Considerable interest is being shown in 
Executive Department circles in the pros- 


pect of carrying out, to some extent at 
least, the suggestions recently contained 
in the paper prepared for the Commerce 


Department by Prof. Thomas H. Norton, 


commercial agent of the department, re- 
garding the prospect of shipping crude 
miterials to Switzerland, and bringing 
into the United States finished dyestuffs 
from that country. Immediately follow- 
ing the appearance of Dr. Norton's pa- 
per, active interest was manifested by 


the officials of the legation of Swtizerland 
here, who expressed a desire to co-oper- 
ate in any way with this government in 
bringing about the adoption of some .such 
plan as Dr. Norton proposed. There also 
immediately came from a number of lead- 
ing producers of benzol and toluol in 
this country offers of shipments of these 
products to Switzerland if arrangements 
can be made for utilizing the same in 
bringing finished dyestuffs from the Swiss 
plants to the United States. 

At the request of the Commerce De- 
partment officials the State Department 
has made some investigation into the 
question as to the feasibility of permuir- 
ting shipments of crude materials through 
France to Switzerland and the finished 
products to the United States in the same 
way. It appears that the State Depart- 
ment has been advised by United States 
Ambassador Sharp that the French Goy- 
ernment will give all possible facilities to 
such shipments upon guarantees being 
given that no part of the commodities 
shipped over French territory shall be 
permitted to enter the enemy territory 
of Germany and Austria. 

In commenting upon this information, 
Dr. Norton expressed the opinion that 
there would be no difficulties in connec- 
tion with such shipments because there 
is no demand in Germany for either the 
crudes or intermediates of finished dye- 
stuffs, as there is an abundance of such 
commodities in the German plants. 

Regarding the comments that have 
becn made on the practicability of the 
coalition between American industries and 


the Swiss dyestuffs manufacturers, Dr. 
Norton expresses the opinion that the 
plan bas not been thoroughly understood 


in all quarters. 

Regarding the suggestion that Ameri- 
can producers of coal-tar crudes and in- 
termediates might not be willing to take 
from a domestic industry for shipment 
abroad any part of the supplies of these 
products, Dr. Norton says that within 
twenty-four hours after his plan was sub- 
mitted to the Commerce Department an 
abundance of these materials were offered 


for shipment to Swtizerland. Regarding 
the quantities obtainable, Dr. Norton 


Says that the production for two days of 


one plant in this country at the present 
time will meet the immediate require- 
ments of the Swiss dyestuffs producers. 


Dr. Nerton says that the first idea of the 


plan he proposed is to ‘“‘take off the edge 
for the moment of the scarcity of Ger- 
man dyes.’’ However, the plan as he has 
proposed it embodies a much more thor- 
ough-going and practical solution of the 
dyestuffs problem than any temporary 
expediency would comprehend. In the 
opinion of Dr. Norton it would at best 
take two or three years, under the most 
favorable conditions, to develop in the 
United States a production of finished 
dyestuffs to anything like meeting the 
requirements of this. country. In the 
meanwhile, as he sets forth, it is not 
only the desire on the part of the de- 
partment he represents to relieve tem- 


porarily the demand for finished dyes, but 
to bring about such co-operation between 


the industries of this country and those 
of Switzerland as to aid rather than to 
detract from the production of finished 


dyes in the United States upon a perma- 
nent basis. 

The department officials who are study- 
ing this question call attention to the 
svecific points brought out by Dr. Nor- 
ton that. by the response from manufac- 
turers of crude coal-tar products and in- 
termediates, together with the position 
shown by the Swiss Government, through 


their legation here, furnish evidence that 
the plan proposed by Dr. Norton woula 
be successful, at least so far as obtain- 


ing for shipment to Switzerland the crude 
materials. 

It is also emphasized that according to 
Dr. Norton's plan the specialized dye 
producers of Switzerland, if able to ob- 
tain the crude materials of this country, 
will do for the American dyestuffs in- 
dustry what they are now doing for Rus- 
sia, and what they did for Great Britain 
until the suppiies of crude materials, 
which were for a time shipped from Great 
Britain to Swtizerland, were stopped ow- 
ing to the necessity for the British Gov- 
ernment to retain for the manufacture 
of explosives many of the crude mate- 
rials which enter into dyestuffs products. 
It is pointed out that Dr. Norton called 
attention im his review of this problem 
that it is intended to ‘insure the estab- 
lishment of a self contained coal-tar in- 
dustry on American soil with a minimum 
of outlay and a maximum of efficiency 
in the shortest possible period of time.” 
it is also stated that through the plan of 
“establishing a close organic connection 
with individual Swiss companies and in- 
dividual American companies already en- 
gaged in the manufacture of dyestuffs, 
and marketed hithert» ta a very narrow 
range of products, an alliance would be 
effected which would result ultimately in 
the transfer of several manufacturing 





operations to American soil. This latter 
contingency would be highly probable in 
vicw of the measure of protection af- 
forded by existing tariff rates.”’ 

In other words, according to the under- 
standing of the situation, as indicated by 
Dr Norton and the officials of this gov- 
ernment who are co-operating with him, 


there would be an abundant supply of 
crude materials ready for shipment. to 
Switzerland; the difficulties attending 


shipments during the war would be to a 
large extent met through co-operation by 
the French Government and the Swiss 
authorities, and the ultimate object of the 
plan would be to bring about such close 
relations between the American industry 
and the Swiss industry that it would 
make for, rather than retard, the devel- 
opment of a finished dye-producing in- 
dustry in the United States. 





Standard Oil Tanker Seizure. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 13, 1915. 


While the Department of State is not 
fully advised regarding the details con- 
nected with the seizure by British naval! 
authorities of the Standard Oil steamer 
Petrolite, an effort is to be made by the 
department to secure the release of the 
vessel. The ship has been detained by 


the British authorities, and whether upon 
the ground that Great Britain attacks the 
transfer from the flag of Germany which 
the ship formerly carried to the American 
flag under the registry law of the United 
States, or whether the British authorities 
have information that the ship Carried a 
cargo destined ultimately to Germany or 
Austria, are among the facts which the 
State Department will endeavor to ascer- 
tain. It is not believed among the depart- 
ment officials that the question of regis- 
try has anything to do with the seizure of 
this oil steamer by the British authori- 
ties. 





Plans Petroleum Experiment Station 
for California. 


Irving C. Allen, petroleum chemist of 
the Bureau of Mines, who has returned 
to California for the special investigation 
of the oil fields of that State, is making 
every effort to improve the methods of 
analyzing and utilizing crude petroleum 
and its products. In California his efforts 
in the broader development of petroleum 
have been greatly appreciated by the pe- 
troleum fraternity, especially his plan to 
develop the petroleum exhibit at the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition under the direc- 
tion of the Bureau of Mines. 

He is now working on a proposition for 
the establishment of a permanent experi- 
mental station in California, to be under 
the direction of the University of Cali- 
fornia. A bill has been passed in the 
Legislature providing for a direct tax on 
the production of petroleum so as to raise 
sufficient revenue to support the plan, but 
it was found that the act would be illegal 
and it failed of signature by the Goy- 
ernor. Mr. Allen has not given up his 
idea, and he believes that through some 
other means his scheme will finally meet 
with success. 


Cottonseed Industry in Cotton Growing 
Countries.

China (Continued). 
TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 
There is apparently little prospect of a 


field in China for the sale of American 
cottonseed oil. The movement at present 
is entirely in the contrary direction. It 


is, in fact, worthy of close attention. In 
the fiscal year 1912 China exported to the 
United States 1,012,000 pounds of cotton- 
seed oil, valued at $47,000. The export 
imcreased in the fiscal year 1914 to 9,682,000 
pounds, valued at $512,000. The Shanghai 
Statistics for the calendar year 1914 show 
even a much larger amount, viz., 12,582,000 
pounds. The total imports of cottonseed 
oil into the United States for the fiscal 
year 1914 were 17,293,000 pounds, valued at 


$1,045,000. China contributed 56 per cent. 
and Great Britain 32 per cent. of this 
total. 


_ In comparison with the export of Amer- 
lcan cottonseed oil, amounting in 1914 to 
193,000,000 pounds, valued at $13,843,000, this 
movement of Chinese oil is for the mo- 
ment not very serious. It may become a 
factor of importance if the Chinese out- 
put increases at 


j any rapid rate, both in 
quality and quantity. 
TURKEY IN ASIA, 


There are large sections of the southern 
haif of Asia Minor admirably adapted by 
soil and climate for cotton culture. The 
production has increased steadily of late 
years. The bulk of the crop is exported 
the annual value of the exports averaging 
$2,500,000. The only spinning mills in the 
empire are located at Adana, and they 
have done a prosperous business for the 
past fifteen years. The extemsion of cot- 
ton culture has been limited by the cost 
of transportation to ports of shipment 
and by frequent dependence upon artifi- 
cial irrigation. With the growth of the 
railroad system in Turkey, opening up 
important agricultural regions in the in- 
terior, and the organization of irrigation 
works on a large scale, the area avail- 
able for cotton raising will be notably 
increased. Even the introduction of mod- 
ern agricultural implements in the regions 
already devoted to cotton will do much 














to increase the output. The writer has 
witnessed experiments in cotton fields of 
Eastern Turkey, where the yield was 


doubled by the simple substitution of an 
American plow for the primitive Oriental 


piow in cultivating the soil. 

At present the chief region devoted to 
cotton is the territory tributary to Mer- 
sina. In addition, there is a considerable 
production in the district about Smyrna.

LINSEED OIL. 


There was quite a range in prices 
at times this week as crushers were not 
quoting the same prices. For the first 
half of the week some sellers were hold- 
ing their oil at 51e. for car lots, and 
some good-sized lots changed hands at 
52¢c. In other quarters car lots were 
offered at 50c., and the latter was the 
inside quotation of the interval. These 
figures are for spot oil, but there is 
also a difference according to seller on 
shipments. There were reports of offers 


over the year at 49c. and 50c. was 
quoted in different directions. Other 
sellers say they are not looking for 


future business at present, and are now 
offering only over the next two months 
and are doing so at the spot figure. 
One crusher is credited with making 
offers outside the local market on rela- 
tively lower level than the New York 
market. Demand for oil has been quiet 
and with crop news favoring the buy- 
ing side of the market and the govern- 
ment report showing an excellent yield 
of seed in the Northwest, consumers are 
cisposed to hold off for a while before 
comitting themselves. Some cake has 
been sold at good prices, but quota- 
tions for cake are not free enough to 
make this much of a bearish factor, but 
present prices for this material are high 
and serve to reduce the cost of oil. De- 
mand for oil in the markets of the 
United Kingdom is slow, and values are 
falling in spite of a fairly steady seea 
market. 

The most important feature of the 
seed market was the report issued on 
Monday by the Government Crop Re- 
porting Board. This report placed flax 
acreage at 1,881,000 acres, condition on 
August 1 at 91.2 per cent., yield per 
acre at 9.5 bushels, and total yield at 
18,000,000 bushels. This shows an in- 
crease of 2,000,000 bushels over the esti- 
mate of the board which was issued 
early in July and shows that weather 
conditions were favorable during the 
month which intervened. The total 
yield came as a surprise to some who 
have been skeptical about the figures 
on acreage, but there seems little rea- 
son to discard the official estimate in 
favor of any private report, especially 
as private reports differ to a large ex- 


tent. Seed prices for the week fluctu- 
ated daily with some buying on the 
part of crushers and very little first- 


class seed offered for sale. Stocks held 
in store in Canada and in the North- 
west are in strong hands and are not 
proving of bearish influence. Argentine 
seed is still coming to this country and 
shipments are being made every week 
so that the amount afloat does not 
diminish, and it now seems assured that 
Argentine seed will be imported right 
up to the end of the year. The Buenos 
Aires market has held fairly steady 


through the week and the same is true 
of European markets. 


Shipments from 


the Argentine this week were 292,000 
Sushels to the United Kingdom, 240,000 
bushels to the United States and 83,- 
000 bushels to the Continent. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires markets from our own cor- 
respondents will be found on page 12.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
interval has occasioned no appreciable 
in conditions governing 
Demand is of a desultory 
nature, with the majority of inquiries 
confined to small lots. The present 
character of business combined with a 
gradual shading of Savannah prices 
has led to competition, and at the close 
the market was dull, with quotations 
one-half cent a gallon below the close 
of the previous week. The attitude of 
large buyers is not encouraging to 
holders, but there seems to be a feel- 
ing that business is going to improve 
as soon as cooler weather arrives. Ex- 
port demand is slow and will probably 
remain quiet so long as ocean tonnage 
continues scarce. Turpentine shipments 
for the week at Savannah were 13,003 
barrels. Receipts were 2,637 barrels. 
Stocks at the close were 16,849 barrels, 
as compared with 25,210 barrels for the 
previous week and 31,976 barrels for the 
corresponding week last year. At Wil- 
mington the market closed at 87c. 
Stocks in London on July 24 were 27,995 
barrels, compared with 20,791 barrels in 
1914 and 27,695 barrels in 1913, for equal 
dates.

ROSINS.—While prices of the com- 
mon and low gradings have remained 
steady during the week, there has been 
a tendency to shade quotations on the 
high grade varieties, and at the close 
the market for K to W. W., inclusive, 
was l0c. per barrel lower. Consuming 
demand is not urgent, and interest 
seems to be more in the lower grades 
than in the higher ones. Export busi- 
ness is greatly restricted by the ab- 
normally high ocean freight rates and 
the scarcity of tonnage available for 
nearby shipment. The primary mar- 
ket has ruled about steady with buyers 
showing more attention. Total ship- 
ments at Savannah for the week were 
7,500 barrels; receipts 8,852 barrels, and 
stocks at the close were 61,506 barrels, 
compared with 61,154 barrels last week 
and 119,434 barrels last year at this 
time.

TAR AND PITCH.—Tar is moving 
in a routine way at former figures, 
but there is little buying interest re- 
ported in a large way either for prompt 
or forward shipment. Kiln-burned tar 
is quoted at $5 and retort at $6.25@5.50 
for iron-bound barrels. Pitch prices 
still range from $3 to $3.50 for 200- 
pound barrels, gross weight, according 
to grade.

lon oil. Cables from London quoted 
the market at £39 5s. per ton, which 
compares with £38 5s. a week ago. The 
advance was due to covering by specu- 
lators. According to private cables the 
buying was chiefly for American ac- 
count. The local market responded to 
the advance abroad and Ceylon oil 
closed firm at 9@94c. for forward ship- 
ments.

CORN OIL.—Production of corn oil 
was on a limited scale and offerings 


were moderate. There was a fair ex- 
port inquiry, but so far as domestic 
demand was concerned the trade was 
quiet. Sales of car lots were reported 
on the basis of $5.70 per 100 pounds, in 
barrels, equal to $5.25 in tanks. For 
small lots, spot delivery, dealers ob- 
tained as high as $5.96 per 100 pounds, 
cooperage basis. Refined oil was firm- 
er, closing at $6.15 per 100 pounds, in 
barrels, ex dock, an advance of 10 
points for the week. There was a 
steady demand for refined oil from 
Scandinavia. 

OLIVE OIL.—The market was quiet, 
but there was no pressure to sell and 
prices ruled firm in sympathy with 
the situation abroad. Denatured olive 
oil closed the week at 85@90c. per gal- 
lon, as to acidity. Prime green foots 
sold in a small way at 8c. per pound. 
At the close of the week sellers were 
asking from 8c. to 8%4c. per pound for 
prime stock. Off grades were available 
at concessions. 

PALM OIL.—Foreign markets were 
firm, but actual price changes were 
narrow. The situation here underwent 
little if any change. Imports were 
quite liberal, but most of the oil ar- 
riving and afioat has been sold, leaving 
the available supply rather scanty. 
Lagos oil on the spot was firm at 7% 
@7%c. per pound, with futures avail- 
able at 6%@i7c. Bonny or prime red 
oil on the spot closed at 6% @7c., with 
futures at 65%c. nominal. Off grades 
were offered on the spot down to 6%c. 
per pound. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
closed steady, but unchanged. Palm 
kernel oil was offered by Liverpool 
mills for delivery over the remainder 
of the year on the basis of £38 per 
ton, equal to about 85c. per pound c. 
i. f. New York. The demand was quiet. 
Spot oil was nominal, ranging in price 
from 9c. to 94%c. per pound. It was re- 
ported that a very large lot of palm 
kernels was offered to New York im- 
porters during the week. 

PEANUT OIL.—The market for pea- 
nut oil, soap grades, was dull and fea- 
tureless. The limited supply on hand 
was held at full prices. Dealers still 
quote from 65c. to 70c. per gallon, as 
to quality. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Dealers reported 
a moderate demand for rapeseed oil, 
and, with foreign markets steady, 
prices were well maintained. Arrivals 
were heavy during the week, but most 
of this oil was for contract delivery 
Business was reported in refined on 
the basis of 75c. per gallon. Blown 
oil closed nominally at 78@80c. per gal- 
lon. With shipments of seed from In- 
dia moving slowly, the English market 
for oil was steady at the close. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Demand for soya 
bean oil was dull, and with competing 
oils at a low level, the undertone was 
easy in all quarters.

COD OIL.—There were no _ further 
changes in the market for cod oil. 
Private advices from Newfoundland 
indicate that the supply of oil available 
for the United States this season will 
be short of normal regardless of the 
output. England has been a steady 
buyer of the oil, being forced into the 
Newfoundland market to make up for 
the shrinkage in home production, An- 


other factor having an _ important 
bearing upon the general §situa- 
tion is the increased production 
of medicinal oil. The abnormally 


high prices obtaining for Norwegian 
codliver oil proved a stimulus to New- 
foundland producers of medicinal 
brands, This, naturally, will affect the 
production of commercial cod oil. At 
the close of the week leading import- 
ers were asking from 45c. to 47c. per 
gallon for prompt shipment oil, with 
futures nominal. The opinion prevails 
that when contract prices are finally 
named they will not be under 40c. per 
gallon. Domestic oil was quoted at 
42@44c. per gallon. 
DEGRAS.—Importations have been 
quite heavy, but as nearly all of this 
material went to fulfill old contracts, 
actual spot offerings are moderate. 
There was a steady undertone to the 
market despite the rather quiet con- 
dition of the trade. Small lots of good 
quality English degras changed hands 
at 6%c. per pound, but in a large way

SOD OIL.—Business was quiet, but 
prices closed unchanged. Several round 
parcels arrived during the week. 
Dealers quote from 5bc. to 5%c. per 
pound, as to quantity. 

SEAL OIL.—First hands were not 
offering supplies, and trading was of a 
jobbing kind only at nominal quota- 
tions. ‘ 


SPERM oOIL.—Demand for crude 
sperm oil was routine in volume, with 
prices nominal. There was a limited 
inquiry for the refined grades, but, with 
lard oil unsettled, prices were barely 
steady. Dealers were asking from 68c, 
te 70c. per gallon for the bleached win- 
ter, and from 65c. to 67c. for the natural 
winter. f 


WHALE OIL.—Quiet conditions pre- 
vailed in the market for crude whale 
oil. Dealers were asking on the basis 


of 5%c. per pound for the No. 1, 5c. 
for the No. 2, 45¢c. for the No. 3, and 
4c. for the No. 4 grade. It was re- 


ported that a limited quantity of South 
American oil was offered to the trade. 
Liverpool reports a dull demand for 
Bahia crude whale oil, and quotations 
range from 19s. 6d. to 20s. per cwt., 
on the spot, in barrels. Trading in re- 
fined oil in the local market was chief- 
ly of a jobbing sort, with prices rang- 
ing from 48c. to 52c. per gallon. 


TUNA OIL.—A quantity of Pacific 
Coast tuna oil was offered during the 
week. The nominal price for this ma- 
terial was 4%c. per pound. 


TALLOW OIL.—There was no im- 
provement in the demand for tallow 
oil, but prices were unchanged. Man- 
ufacturers still quote on the basis of 
62c. per gallon for the acidless. 





Cottonseed Cake-Meal Rates Suspended 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 13, 1915. 
As a result of an investigation following 
the suspension of certain tariffs affecting 
rates on cottonseed meal and cake over 
the Southern Pacific Railroad from El 
Centro and other points in California to 
Galveston, Texas, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has found the rates to 
be not justified and have ordered cancel- 
lation of the tariffs. The complaint in 
regard to these shipments was filed with 
the commission by the Imperial Valley 


Cotton Oil Company who objected to a 
rate of 66 cents a hundred pounds on these 
shipments from California to Texas. The 
commission, after the investigation, holds 
that the rate should be not to exceed 40 
cents a hundred, and has ordered such 
rate to be established.

TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS. 

R. C. Cox, of Cleveland, representa- 
tive of the Heller-Merz Company, has 
returned from a three-weeks’ vacation 
spent at Mitawanga, on Lake Erie. 


Cc. R. Sargeant, who has charge of 
the Cleveland branch of the Innis- 
Speiden Company, while visiting in 
Buffalo recently had his automobile 
stolen. After some real clever Sherlock 
Holmes’ work, which included a ten- 
mile trip out of town, he located the 
stolen machine stripped of all its ac- 
cessories. Later, with the assistance of 
detectives in Buffalo, he got the thief 
and recovered most of the stolen parts. 
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Judging from the number of hotel 
reservations that have been mailed in 
to John Wall, of the Fred G. Clark 
Company, chairman of the Hotel In- 
formation Committee, there is going 
to be a large attendance at the Cleve- 
land convention of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association. 


The Brotherhood of Painters, Deco- 
rators and Paperhangers, according 
to information received from the New 
York City branch, have been in con- 
sultation with chemists, physicians 
and others who have made a study of 
lead poisoning, and contemplate asking 
legislation to prohibit the use of white 
lead in paints. As yet the movement 
is only in the preliminary stage. 


Lawrence A, Engelhart and Otto 
Meyer, who have occupied executive 
positions in the custom house broker’s 
office of P. H. Petry & (Co., this 
city, with which concern they have 
been connected for twenty years, have 
gOne into the same line of business for 
themselves, under the firm name of 
Engelhart, Meyer & Co., 32 Broadway, 
specializing in drugs and chemicals. 


The Treasury officials have advised 
the collector of customs at New York 
of the allowance of drawback pay- 
ments on exports of a medicinal prep- 
aration designated as “syrup of figs 
and elixir of senna,’’ manufactured by 
Parke, Davis & Co. The allowance is 
made on exports of this product when 
manufactured from domestic tax-paid 
alcohol and refined sugar manufactured 
from imported raw sugar. 


In a general report sent from Swa- 
tow, China, to the Commerce Depart- 
ment, at Washington, commendation is 
given for American methods which are 
said to be winning the oil trade in Chi- 
nese territory. Among the methods 
employed is the system of appointing 
native consignees. The ingenuity, capi- 
tal and business ability exhibited by the 
American oil dealers in the Chinese 
field are said to have materially in- 
creased sales of American oil and re- 
duced the sales of Sumatra and Russian 
oils in the Chinese markets. Activities 
of American concerns is also mentioned 
as having caused reduction of ship- 
ments of Borneo oil in the Chinese mar- 
kets. 


William Jefferson Staton, long iden- 
tified with the fertilizer manufacturing 
interests of the eastern shore of Mary- 
land, and one of the best known busi- 
ness men of Salisbury, died there Aug- 
ust 10. He was born in Worcester 
county, Maryland, September 2, 1861, 
and went to Salisbury in 1892 to enter 
the office of William B. Tilghman & 
Co., manufacturers of fertilizers, in 
which firm he later acquired an inter- 
est. He retired two years ago on ac- 
count of ill health. He was interested 
in various corporations and financial 
institutions, and served as a member 
of the Democratic national convention 
in 1900. He is survived by his wife and 
one daughter. Baltimore members of 
the trade speak of him in the highest 
terms.

territory was that handed down by the 
commission on Wednesday, covering sim- 
ilar applications by the railroads for in- 
creases in what is known as the Western 
classification territory. 

The general purport of this decision is 
to deny substantially all the requests 
made by the carriers for authority to in- 
crease rates. Out of nearly $8,000,000 of 
prospective increased earnings sought by 
earriers under this decision, less than $2,- 
000,000 is granted The $2,000,000 that it 
is allowed on possible increased earnings 
through advanced rates cover mainly in- 
creased minimum of carload weights and 
increases in transportation rates on coal 
in some sections, on rice, fruits and vege- 
tables and a variety of rates on imported 
commodities covered in the general term 
of import rates. 

So far as the Reporter’s trades are con- 
cerned, they are effected to some extent 
in the allowed advances on import rates 
to Chicago on crude glycerine, fuller’s 
earth, clay, chalk and fertilizer materials. 
These advances range from one-half cent 
to one cent per 100 pounds increase. Sim- 
ilar advances are allowed on lead, mag- 
nesite, spelter, vegetable tallow and whit- 
ing. The highest advance in the import 
rates on these commodities is on vege- 
table tallow, an increase of from 19 cents 
to 24 cents, on magnesite from 11 to 13 
cents, and on whiting from 14 to 16% 
cents. 

Some attention is given by the commis- 
sion in this report and decision to the 
protest that was filed against a proposed 
increase in the import rate on fuller’s 
earth. Mention is made of the use of 
this commodity in refining cottonseed oil, 
and the quotation on the price of fuller’s 
earth is given by the commission at $15 
a ton. Considering the subject of valu- 
ation of carload lots and existing prices, 
the commission believes that the pro-

fields was the strike of a good gas 
well in the Gordon sand development 
of Noble county, about two and one- 
half miles south and in advance of 
production. The routine character of 
late results in the Northwestern Ohio 
field has been relieved during the week 
by the bringing in of a 150-barrel pro- 
ducer in Wood county. Returns from 
the Indiana field have been featureless. 
Of the seven completions there was but 
one oil well, a 15-barrel producer in the 
Sullivan district. McDonough county 
holds the center of interest in the Illi- 
nois fields, and has contributed the 
bulk of the week’s new production. 

The continued strengthening of mid- 
continent prices has imparted a gen- 
erally buoyant sentiment throughout 
the field. The daily output at Cushing 
is placed at about 140,000 barrels, and 
the character of the oil is said to be 
deteriorating. The best of late comple- 
tions have been Wells of 2,000 and 1,000 
barrels’ capacity, but the rule is wel's 
below 500 barrels. A completion four 
and one-half miles south of the south- 
ern end of the Cushing field was re- 
ported to have come in at the rate of 
1,000 barrels a ‘day, the pay being 
struck in the Layton sand at a depth 
of 1,520 feet. It is reported that the 
much-vaunted well at Paden will be 
drilled to the Bartlesville sand. 

The upward course of crude values 
in the Gulf Coast fields has operated 
to a general revival in drilling and de- 
velopment work, and has been the 
means of starting the most active wild- 
cat campaign in the history of the 
fields. Despite the increase in comple- 
tions from 13 to 17, the new production 
for the week was much lower—1,070 
barrels—as against 14,675 barrels for- 
merly. Humble, which has been the 
mainstay of new production, made a 
sorry showing—four completions, of 
which three were dry, with the solitary 
producer having to its credit five bar- 
rels. Edgerly was the scene of the 
best strike, an 800-barrel well. The 
heavy loss in Crichton values during 
the last few weeks and an unusual 
amount of litigation have had a re- 
stricting effect upon operations in the 
Northwestern Louisiana fields, and the 
week’s results note a general decline. 
Crichton still furnishes the bulk of new 
production, although the daily total is 
nearly one-half that of the former 
Week. The best completion outside of 
Crichton was a 125-barrel well at Ab- 
ington.

REFINED PRODQELTS. 

Another upturn in the ice of crude 
oil in the Middle West, and a ten-cent 
advance in Pennsylvania grades, 
brought out further strength in the 
market for finished products. Quota- 
tions in the local district underwent no 
change, but higher prices obtained in 
sections of the West for gasoline. There 
was a better inquiry for illuminating ois 
as dealers were taking on supplies for 
the fall trade. Export demand was fair, 
but, owing to the scarcity of freight 
room, there was some delay in making 
shipments. A feature in the export de- 
mand was the call for oil in cooperage. 
Clearances from New York were not 
quite so heavy as during the preceding 
week. Total shipments amounted to 
6,501,070 gallons, which compares with 
9,553,490 gallons the week before. The 
exports from this port since January i 
amounted to 226,998,535 gallons, against 
297,612,810 gallons for the corresponding 
period a year ago. Charter engagements 
for the week were few. The steamer 
Henry Williams was engaged to load 
with 14,000 barrels or refined at New 
York for prompt shipment to London. 
private terms. Another steamer is to 
take a full cargo of cased oil—quantity 
not specified—from Port Arthur to the 
Philippines, basis 64 cents, September. 
The American tanker Petrolite, formerly 
of German registry, has been taken into 
a British port, where she is being de- 
tained by the authorities, according to 
an admiralty statement. 

The feature in the market _for 
naphthas was the advance in prices 
announced in the Middle West and by 
certain interests in Texas. One of the 
leading handlers in the Oklahoma sec- 
tion has advanced the price of auto 
gasoline 1c. per gallon. In Texas one 
of the large refineries also advanced 
the price of auto gasoline Ic., establish- 
ing a basis of 12c. for wholesale quan- 
tities. However, the advance in the 
West was not general, but with crude 
higher the undertone was _ strong. 
There were no new developments in 
the local trade. There was an active 
demand for auto gasoline on the former 
basis of 13c. per gallon for deliveries 
to public garages. Export business 
was up to normal, but prices closed 
unchanged. Exports of naphthas from 
New York for the week amounted to 
3,105,425 gallons, which compares with 
2,066,290 gallons for the previous week. 
Exports from this port since January 
1 totaled 83,103,930 gallons, against 
71,882,570 gallons for the same time iast 
year. 


Lubricating Oils. 


While the market was firmer in all 
quarters, following the announcement 
of a 10-cent a barrel advance in the 
price of Pennsylvania crude, quotations 
underwent no change. The demand for 
lubricants was fairly active so far as 
export business was concerned, and 
domestic trade continued to show signs 
of improvement. It was reported that 
a large American manufacturer of spe- 
cial lubricanting oils closed a contract 
to supply the government railroads of 
France and Algeria for a period of ten 
years at an increased price. A general 
improvement in the domestic trade is 
anticipated, as indications point toward 
heavy railroad traffic for the fall.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE 
LEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 11, 1915. 


The past few weeks have given a more hope- 
ful turn to Kentucky-Tennessee prospects fol- 
lowing the discovery of new pools and the in- 
vestment of much new capital in the drilling 
industry. Prospects of a market advance are 
also better than for a long time and oper- 
ators are prepared to enter upon a vigorous 
campaign of fall drilling. The center of at- 
traction continues to be the newly discovered 
field in Scott county, on the Tennessee side, 
a few miles from the Kentucky line, but other 
districts are showing up more favorably. In 
the Scott county field, following the coming in 
of three wells ranging in capacity from 50 
to 300 barrels, a dozen new rigs have been 
planted. The new work is located within a 
radius of five miles of the strikes around the 
town of Oneida. Several of these ventures are 
due to be completed within the next week and 
will give a better lineup of the district. The 
three strikes extend a productive territory 
about a mile in radius and within this area 
new strikes are probable. Extending from 
the Scott county operations territory has been 
leased in a number of other Tennessee coun- 
ties and drilling operations may soon start in 
Pickett, Fentriss and Overton counties. 

In the western end of the Kentucky field, 
around Reelfoot Lake, in Hickman county, 
some testing has been under way for several 
months, and late reports state that oil has 
shown up in small quantities. One deep well is 
now under way, operators planning to make 
a test below 1,000 feet. Wildcat work in a 
tier of Southern Kentucky counties west of 
the Wayne county districts has reached the 
greatest importance in Allen county, where a 
commercial pool of importance has_ been 
proven. Operations are on the increase in 
that field following a proposal to establish an 
independent refinery. 

Routine developments in the Eastern Ken- 
tucky divisions are up to normal. Wayne 
county, the principal field in point of yield, 
is showing a slight increase in activity. The 


PETRO- 








Cooper, Pisgah and Griffin fields contain a 
number of new operations. Of three new 
strikes in the Wayne county field one, located 
in the Griffin pool, has a yield of thirty bar- 
rels daily, being the best strike for several 
weeks, Two smaller wells were drilled. 
Wolfe county, the most active field in the 
deep sand territory, shows one new comple- 
tion, making ten barrels daily. The Morgan 
and Lawrence county districts are quiet, with 
no new completions reported. In the deep 
sand territory drilling is restricted in scope, 
no advance work being under way. No ex- 
tensions have been proven for over a year, 
A market advance would greatly stimulate 
deep sand operations and lead to the develop- 
ment of outlying leases, of which a large 
acreage is still held. 

Low prices have put a check to further ac- 
tivity in the Northern Kentucky field west of 
Louisville, where no new work has been re- 
ported for some time.

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., Aug. 7, 1915. 
Rapid advances have been made in crude 


oil prices at the wells the past few days in 
North Texas and in the Gulf Coast region. 
Effective August 3, the Texas Company posted 
an advance of 10c. a barrel in North Texas 
crude from 45c. to 55c. This followed by the 
Magnolia with the same postings the next day, 
August 5 the Texas Company posted a further 
advance of ic. a barrel, from 55c. to @0c., for 
all grades of light oil in North Texas, and this 
price was met the next day by thdMagnolia 
Petroleum Company. Usually heretofore the 
Magnolia has led off in price changes of crude 
oil. In the Gulf Coast territory, the Texas 
Company has advanced Vinton and Jennings 
crude credit balance quotations from 40c. a 
barrel to 50c. The Gulf and Sun companies 
had already advanced credit balance quota- 
tions, the former 10c. a barrel, and the latter 
5e. a barrel in all Gulf Coast districts. Credit 
balance quotations of all pipe line companies 
in Gulf Coast territory now average from 40c. 
to Sic. a barrel, and contract prices until the 
close of the year are now ruling at 65c. and 
75sec. a barrel. There is a heavy shortage of 
Coastal crude in all districts except Humble, 
which is producing over half of the oil in 
South Texas and South Louisiana districts. 

Under the stimulating effect of recent ad- 
vances in crude oil prices at the wells, nearly 
all the districts in the Gulf Coast territory are 
beginning to show signs of a revival in drill- 
ing and’ development work. Many strippers 
that have been shut down for the past six 
months have been cleaned out and again put 
to pumping, and leases are being overhauled 
generally and put in better shape for an active 
producing campaign. Much new work is under 
way and preparations beginning for consider- 
able morer. This is reflected by a large in- 
crease reported from most of the oil well 
supply companies and firms dealing in acces- 
sory machinery for different branches of the 
oil industry. Two of the branches of the allied 
oil industry that have been reaping a harvest 
for some time are the companies dealing in 
pipe and building of steel storage tanks. Sup- 
ply companies dealing in oil well machinery 
are now beginning to feel the effects of better 
times as reflected in increased purchases by 
producing companies and individual producers. 
This is particularly true in the Coastal fields 
as to the buying of new rotary drilling rigs. 
A few months ago it was almost Impossible to 
sell a rotary outfit, now the dealers can 
scarcely supply the demand, 


WILDCAT ACTIVITY. 


This is due in a large measure to the most 
active wildcact campaign ever known in the 
Southwest. In Texas and Louisiana it is esti- 
mated that fully 200 rigs are tied up in wild- 
cat work in widely separated localities. 
The miracle is that no new field of any con- 
siderable size has been brought in during the 
year. Strawn and Thrall are the only two 
new fields in Texas, while nothing has been 
discovered in Louisiana. Both Thrall and 
Strawn have apparently been defined, the 
limits of each being small. Thrall now has 
an average daily production of 6,000 barrels 
from 100 wells, while Strawn has about 500 
barrels a day from thirty-five wells. The pay 
is found in both districts at from 800 feet to 
1,200 feet. Tests drilled to 2,000 feet in both 
districts have failed to find a deeper pay, and 
there is an effort on foot now to drill a deep 
test at Thrall. The plan is to drill to the 
Trinity sands, which are found in that locality 
at 3,200 feet, and if oil is not found, to try for 
artesian water at between 3.000 feet and 3,500 
feet. At Corpus Christi and West Columbia 
the deep tests are down near 3,000 feet, with 
nothing of an encouraging nature showing. 
There is some excitement at Brenham, Tex., 
and Smithville, Tex., over the discovery of .oil 
in quantities that would probably make five- 
barrel pumpers. Results in all other wildcat 
tests are negligible. 

As has been usual for some time most of 
the new work in the older districts is at 
Humble, where approximately twenty-five rigs 
are running and ten derricks are up at new 
locations. The production in this old field has 
increased from 6,500 barrels six months ago to 
over 35,000 barrels a day at the present time. 
With recent extensions and new territory 
opened, it looks as if this field would soon be 
producing 50,000 barrels a day for some time 
to come. Although the past week did not 
witness the completion of any gushers in the 
deep pay at Humble, the production is being 
steadily maintained. The Farmers’ Petroleum 
Company’s big well, No. 10, Stevenson, com- 
pleted last week with an initial daily produc- 
tion of 11,550 barrels, has been increasing in- 
Stead of decreasing, and at the close of the 
present week was producing at the rate of 
14,000 barrels a day. There were only four 
completions during the week, all dry except 
one, a five-barrel well in the old shallow sec- 
tion of the field. It was the Logan Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 2 Witt. Burt & Griffith have 
abandoned their test on the Howell tract, four 
miles south of Humble, at 3,850 feet. 
vincible Oil Company’s No. 6, Hirsch, has 
been abandoned at 1,180 feet. There was a 
good showing of oil in the well, but water 
troubles could not be overcome. Blaffer & 
Farish have abandoned No. 2, McDonald. On 
the east side, tne Reville Oil] Company is 
testing at 3,800 feet for oil, having had a good 
show.ng at that depth. North of the San 
Jacinto river, the Ninety-nine Pumping Com- 
pany is getting ready to drill a number of 
deep tests where it already has some good 
production in some of the shallow strata. It 
now looks like the deep tests by the J. M. 
Guffey Pe.roleum Company, to the south and 
to the west, would both be dry holes. The 
Esperson test on the Hermann 500-acre lease, 
No. 35, is making 500 barrels and wiil be put 
on air. It is one half mile from production 
and has caused considerable new work to

Gas wells at Piper are about a mile east 
of the oil wells. After passing through the 
gas sand water ise encountered. The Mis- 
sissippi lime at this point is found at 850 feet. 

Several years ago a number of gas wells 
were drilled at Bonner Springs, which are now 
furnishing fuel to the cement plant at that 
point, 

About nine miles south of Kansas City a 
number of wells were drilled ten or twelve 
years ago just outside of the town of Dallas. 
These wells show considerable oil at a shal- 
low depth, but nothing further has ever been 
done in that territory. When the price of oil 
warrants it there is little doubt but there 
will be a fair size production around Kansas 
City. 

Among the Refiners. 





As a result of recent advances in the price 
of crude, the following quotations prevail on 
products manufactured by the mid-continent 
refiner, which represents an advance of one- 
half cent a gation,

40-41 kerosene 2 cents 
42-43 kerosene 2% cents 
44-45 kerosene 2% cents 
58-59 naphtha 6 cents 
60-61 gasoline 6% cents 
and all other grades, except fuel oil, have like- 
wise advanced one-half cent a gallon. It is 


expected another advance of one-half cent will 
follow shortly. It is rumored the Standard 
will mark up the tank wagon price one cent 
a gallon. 

It is the sense of the members of the West- 
ern Petroleum Refiners’ Association that Kan- 
sas equalization shall be abrogated, and that 
quotations shall be Oklahoma points. It is 
the intention of the refiners to’ bring about 
this change as quickly as good business prac- 


tice and fairness to present customers will 
permit. 
The following resolution was unanimously 


adopted at a meeting of the refiners:— 


Whereas, The price of gasoline and other 
petroleum products has been forced down by 
keen competition and unreasonable marketing 
conditions; and 


Whereas, The margin of profit to the refiner 
has disappeared until the stability of the busi- 
ness is threatened; and 

Whereas, The independent refiner is power- 
less to make, dictate or control the price at 
which his products shall be retailed; and 

Whereas, He is compelled, under existing

conditions, to accept the prevailing tank wagon 
price as the retail market price of petroleum 
products; and 

Whereas, The price of crude petroleum con- 
tinues to advance without a corresponding ad- 
vance in the price of refined products, tight- 
ening a cordon about them and menacing 
their very existence; now therefore be it 

Resolved by the Western Petroleum Refiners’ 
Association, That members of the association, 
as an imperative measure of self-preservation, 
hereafter will not sell any of their products 
to any jobber or marketer who may be guilty 
of selling below cost, or disposing of the prod- 
ucts below a reasonable margin of profit, or 
who may be found demoralizing marketing 
conditions by underselling the tank wagon 
price, 

The Kansas Oil Refining Company has pur- 
chased the distributing stations and business 
of the North Arkansas Oi] Company from 
Waite Phillips, formerly of Bartlesville. Mr. 
Phillips will return to the producing business. 

A refiner has made a comparative test of 
Cushing and Alluwe shallow sand oil and finds 
there is only 1% per cent, difference in them 
so far as the -educible amount of gasoline is 
concerned. It will not be long now until re- 
finers will be using other grades of mid-conti- 
nent crude, as they were before the days of 
Cushing. 





Field Notes. 


Several new wells are starting southeast of 
Vera. 

The Kansas Natural Gas Company is drill- 
ing a test in 29-23-14, and A. D. Morton is 
preparing to drill in 21-23-14. Operations 
prior to the recent discovery were conducted 
west of Vera toward the Osage instead of 
southeast. The number of rigs in the district 
now give it the appearance of a genuine pool. 

The Piqua Oil Company has completed an 
other well on the Sewell farm in 35-21-8. In 
the Cleveland district it is reported to be good 
for fifty barrels a day. 

Since the increase in the price of crude con- 
siderable new work is starting around Henry- 
etta, where operations have been rather quiet 
for the past year. Geologists have reported 
favorably on a lot of territory south of Henry- 
etta. Newman, Evans and others have start 
ed a well in southeast of 3-10-12, and Brink 
and associates have started a test in 1-10-12. 
W. A. Tully is drilling in 14-10-12. 

Over around Kelleyville fifteen or eighteen 
strings of tools are now running. While this 
territory is very treacherous and many dry 
holes have been drilled, the successful ones 
have been of such a character as to encourage

ing in that vicinity somewhere 

Suppes & Minchell completed their second 
well on the Fulson farm in 5-16-11 and have a 
150-barrel producer. The sand was found at 
1,780 feet in this well, 

Wright and others completed their first well 
on the Tiger in 26-17-10 at 2,300 feet, and 
have what looks like a twenty-five-barrel pro- 
ducer. 

A failure is reported in 11-17-10 on the 
Ireland farm, and another failure is reported 
in the same section on the Griswell farm. 
Both were drilled to a depth of 2,730 feet. A 
number of wells are now being drilled in that 
vicinity. 

The State Treasurer of Oklahoma reports 
that during July he collected gross production 
tax to the amount of $183,981.17, of which 
amount over $140,000 was paid in Creek coun 
ty, in which the Cushing field is located. This 
brings the total amount derived from the 
gross production tax law since March 11, 1915, 
to $287,790.22. If there is any blood money 
in the oil business that the State of Okla- 
jhoma can extract under the guise of taxes 
which has not already been taken the public 
may rest assured it is simply because the poli- 
ticians have not yet been able to find it. 

In July 315 gas wells were drilled in the 
mid-continent field, developing 126,750,000 
cubic feet of gas, an increase of about 42,- 
000,000 over the previous month. The largest 
amount developed in any one district was in 
Woodson county, Kansas—41,500,000. Creek 
county, Oklahoma, was second, with 38,000,- 
000, and Neosho county, Kansas, was third, 
With 18,500,000. Oklahoma is credited with 
58,000,000 feet in July and Kansas, 68,750,000 
The Kansas gas will probably hold up longest, 
as more wells are drilled of smaller caliber 
In Oklahoma some of the wells came in as 
high as 20,000,000 feet a day. 

The Prairie Pipe Line Company 
shipments of crude from the 
field during July amounting to 3,568,184.94 
barrels, compared with 3,576,519.86 barrels 
during June. It is doubtful if these figures 
will vary materially during the present month 
The State Board of Equalization at Okla 
homa City fixed the taxable valuation of the 
Prairie Pipe Line Company's property in Okla- 
homa at $5,000,000. Governor Williams in- 
sisted on a valuation of $6,000,000, but after 
six ballots by the board agreement was 
reached at the first named figure. The valua 
tion of the Kansas City Pipe Line Company 
was placed at $505,043 and the Marinette Min 
ing Company at $1,294,029. These two con 
cerns are branches of the Kansas Natural Gas 
Company. The Petroleum Products Company 
of Independence has a pipe line extending over 
into the shallow sand district of Oklahoma, 
upon which a valuation was placed of $125,000. 
The C. A. Pierce Pipe Line Company was 
valued at $225,000. Other valuations will be 
announced later. 

Some good wells are reported in the Boyn- 
ton district. L. G. Bradstreet has completed 
his No. 3 on the Lightfoot land in 15-14-16 
and it is a 340-barrel spouter. D. F. Craig 
reports a 600-barrel well on the W. T. Cole 
farm in 11-14-15. The Rogers test in 34-14-15 
on the Roxie Durant farm is a duster. Quite 
a number of other wells are drilling. 

In the south end of the Okmulgee district 
several good wells are _ reported. Smith & 
Hulings have a 100-barreler in their No. 2 in 
18-14-15. In 13-14-14 there is a fifty-barrel 
producer jvst in and in 1-14-13 there is a 
100-barreler on the Siberts farm.

BROMIDES.—There has been a good 
inquiry for export, but sales have been 
seriously restricted by the shortage of 
stocks. A heavy inroad upon supplies 
of bromine has been caused by foreign 
shipments. Nominal quotations for 
bromine are $1.25@1.50 for technical 
and $1.50@2 for U. S. P. 

CAFFEINE.—While $7.50 has been 
confirmed in a leading quarter for al- 
kaloid, it is of doubtful significance 
owing to the stringency of free spot 
stocks, and the range is maintained to 
$9. The heavy shipments of tea sweep- 
ings to Russia, presumably as a means 
of relieving the ban on vodka, are be- 
lieved to be the principal occasion for 
the premium on caffeine supplies. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Norwegian oil is 
firmly maintained at the late advance 
to $75@80, but there has been compara- 
tively little of new interest in the 
week’s developments. The local de- 
mand is seasonally light, and shipment 
prices, which are reported ‘at nearly 
$1) over the spot parity, have a re- 
straining bearing upon import opera- 
tions. The demand in Norway for Ger- 
man account is said to be in abeyance, 
Germany being able to apply the re- 
captured oil fields in Galicia for indus- 
trial purposes, but some of the primary 
interests continue hopeful of a revival 
of German buying. Lately there have 
been reported efforts to exploit Japan- 
ese codliver oil here, offers having been 
made at $45 delivered, via the Panama, 
but the local trade has shown no dis- 
position to supplant the established 
variety even at the material saving in 
price. Attempts were made to estab- 
lish a market here for the Japanese 
oil on the stirring developments in 
Norwegian oil in 1903, resulting in a 
$120 level, but the new variety failed 
to make an impression that redounded 
to its lasting advantage. While avail- 
able for medicinal purposes, the method 
of refining being reported almost the 
same as employed in Norway, the Jap- 
anese oil is not up to the Norwegian 
standard so far as taste and odor are 
concerned. 

CORN SYRUP.—A fair volume of @o- 
mestic trade is reported at unchanged 
prices—$2.52 for 42 degrees, with pure 
food corn sugar at $2.46. 

COUMARIN.—The market is almost 
cleared of the regular coal-tar prod- 
uct, with quotations on a nominal basis 
at $6.75@9. In a leading quarter a 
vegetable variety, made from deer 
tongue leaves, is offered at $6.60.

FUSEL OIL.—Small arrivals from 
Hull and Rotterdam have been noted, 
but they are eagerly taken for the 
urgent consuming account and the dif- 
ficulties attending reliable receipts of 
foreign goods operate to a continued 
firm market for the products. Under 
normal conditions we depend upon 
Russia for about 75 per cent. of our 
crude supplies.

Offers of crude 
oil are so meager as scarcely to con- 
stitute a market, and $2.40@2.75 may 
be given as a nominal basis. 
GLYCERIN.—There have been stir 
ring developments in the markets for 
the refined products during the week, 
and conditions at the close were still 
unsettled to afford a definite basis for 
quotations. Dynamite glycerin has been 
the dominating factor in the week’s 
events, an exceptionally heavy demand 
both for home consumption and for ex- 
port keeping the market in a series of 
steady advances.

BEANS. 


The more critical turn in the Mexi- 
can situation has occasioned keener 
interest in the Mexican variety of va- 
nilla, and while no developments of di- 
rect significance have been traced, the 
conditions have been construed as of 
rather favorable effect ‘upon the mar- 
ket. On the prospects of a more staple 
government the basis of exchange has 
shown an advancing trend and this, it 
is believed, will operate to firming ef- 
fect upon the views of holders. The 
late developments are regarded in the 
local trade as encouraging the ship- 
ment of whole beans from Mexico at 
the earliest opportunity, since there are 
too many chances of complications 
which, if left in the country, would 
subject the beans to serious difficulties 
in their marketing, or to the additional 
imposition of taxes. Scarcely 25 per 
cent. of the current crop of whole beans 
has been shipped from Mexico, and the 
bulk of the remaining parcels is held 
at Vera Cruz, thoroughly cured anda 
available for the earliest dispatch. As 
a rule, about one-half of the crop of 
beans has been forwarded from the 
producing country by this time, but 
the delay in shipments this season has 
been encouraged by importers for the 
purpose of insuring the most thorough 
preparation of the beans for the mar- 
ket. Fairly good arrivals are expected 
here within the next week or two. Con- 
tracts have been made of new beans 
for consuming account and spot stocks 
of old beans are light. It is estimated 
that about 30,000 pounds of cuts are 
left in Mexico, and there seems to be 
no particular concern here as to the 
ability of holders to ship them as they 
are wanted. The consuming trade is 
believed to be well covered on cuts. 
Spot prices are firm, and it is doubtful 
whether a desirable grade of whole 
beans is obtainable below $2.62%, while 
the range for the finer descriptions is 
maintained to $3.50. For cuts $2.25@ 
2.50 prevails. 

Paris advices report the first arrival 
in France of new crop Bourbons, com- 
prising 48 cases of Seychelles, usually 
the earliest variety available for the 
market. The blossoming of the vines 
in Madagascar, the heaviest source of 
yanilla production, has been reported 
backward and the indications are for 
a late yield. Curing the new beans is 
said to be well in progress on the pro- 
ducing islands, but some concern is 
expressed among local dealers as to 
the availability of adequate freight ac- 
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commodations to move the crops. The 
first parcels are usually ready for ship- 
ment early in August. The following 
table shows receipts of new beans at 
Marseilles under normal conditions, 
representing about three weeks’ transit 
from the islands. The figures are for

Fertilizer manufacturers are _ still 
slow to take on stocks and trading in 
practically all materials of this market 
is light. There are no important 
changes in the prices quoted for fertil- 
izer materials, and the market may be 
summed up as quiet and steady in its 
price. Muriate of potash has not at- 
tracted much atention of late, and hold- 
ers of stocks have been more disposed 
te grant concessions in order to in- 
fluence buyers to enter the market. As 
a result, the current figures on muriate 
are lower than they were a week ago, 
but offerings are still very low and any 
incréase in inquiry, no doubt, would 
quickly bring about a stronger market. 
Nitrate of soda is rather easy on spot, 
as there are rather ample supplies #nd 
sellers have been anxious to take on 
business. Shipments of nitrate, how- 
ever, are firmly held and future prices 
will depend to a large extent upon the 
prices asked for ocean freights. There 
is no urgent demand for sulphate of 
ammonia, but stocks are light, both of 
foreign and domestic grades, and this 


has a steadying effect upon prices 
Makers of cyanamid report a good call 
for that material, and apparently this 


industry has gained headway, not only 
in the total production and larger vol- 
ume of sales, but also in the quality of 
the material offered. In proof of this, 
it is pointed out that a recent large 
shipment of cyanamid analyzed 25 per 
cent. ammonia. Phosphate rock is mov- 
ing in a routine way with nothing new 
to report either regarding demand or 
prices. Acid phososphate is bringing 
full prices, and reports from outside 
points state that the supplies in sellers 
hands result in an upward revision of 


prices. The potash salts are nominal 
with very little interest shown in any 
grades. For reports of the Baltimore, 


Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer markets 
refer to index on page 23. Detailed 
reports on the separate articles of the 
local market follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


CYANAMID.—This material is hold- 
ing steady in price and consumption is 
helped by the scarcity of some of the 
other chemical ammoniates which 
compete with cyanamid. Quotations 
are:—August shipment $2.25 per unit 
of ammonia, September shipment $2.30 
per unit, October to December ship- 
ments $2.35 per unit, all f. o. b. works, 
and bagging charges are to be added 
to the above. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Trading in these ammoniates has been 
rather quiet and the market is without 
new features. Reports from outside 
markets also indicate a slow move- 
ment of blood and tankage. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at $2.40 for prompt 
shipment, with the usual premium of 
5c. for each month delivery is deferred. 
High grade tankage is held at $2.30 
and 10 on a basis of delivery at Chi- 
cago. A report on the London market 
says blood and tankage are quite stag- 
nant at the moment, and only nominal 
figures are quoted. Generally, organic 
material is in scarce supply in this 
country, and all the manure available 
will be required for the home markets. 
Fish scrap is expected also to be 
dearer as fishing reports are poor. 

FISH SCRAP.—Some reports from 
the South regarding the catch of 
menhaden have been more favorable, 
but results so far this season are ad- 
mitted to have been poor and the pro- 
duction of fish scrap has suffered ac- 
cordingly. Fishing operations in the 
North have been very poor and the 
outlook is far from bright. Prices for 
scrap are high, but not as high as they 
would be if the fertilizer trade was in 
a more normal position and manu- 


facturers were taking their usual 
stocks. Prices for acid scrap are 
quoted at $2.67%@2.70 f. o. b. mills. 


Dried scrap is offered at $2.35 and 10. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—Advices from 
London say the market is nominally 
steady, but there is no business to test 
prices, as there is, of course, no agri- 
cultural demand, while manufacturers’ 
requirements are fixed well ahead, 
many contracts entered into before the 
recent rise running in fact over next 
year. Extra parcels of “refined’’ want- 
ed for immediate delivery could not be 
bought cheap, supplies being in few 
hands, but fresh arrivals are due at 
short intervals, and holders will prob- 
ably decide that discretion is the bet- 
ter part of valor, there being no in- 
ducement to put nitrate into store in 
the face of increasing stocks. Besides 
the numerous cargoes on passage from 
Chile” for orders,” some of which will 
be sent to Liverpool, there are at pres- 
ent about 20,000 tons on the way to 
the Mersey direct. Two more of the 
large French ships have arrived at La 
Pallice (Bordeaux), and eight others 
are on passage to Fayal for orders.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Of in- 
terest to consumers of sulphate of am- 
monia is the report that the Sulphate 
of Ammonia Association of Great Brit- 
ain has issued a booklet calling atten- 
tion to the superiority of 25 per cent. 
sulphate of ammonia as compared with 
products having a lower ammonia con- 
tent. British producers are urged to 
bring up the quality of their sulphate 
so that it will be able to compete suc- 
cessfully with German sulphate. It is 
stated that the supply of 25 per cent. 
sulphate of ammonia has_ increased 
enormously, and with it has increased 
the demand. About half the world’s 
preduction of sulphate is now sold on 
a 25 per cent. basis; and it is certain 
that in the near future, owing to the 
large increase in the German output, 
a still greater proportion of 25 per cent. 
will be available. Synthetic sulphate 
of ammonia will shortly be produced 
at the rate of 300,000 tons per annum, 
so that the output of Germany will be 
about 800,000 tons. 

The market for sulphate of ammonia 
was rather quiet this week with no 
change of conditions. Prices are quoted 
at $3.50@3.55 per 100 pounds. A review 
of the English trade in sulphate for 
the first half of the year offers the fol-

PHOSPHATES. 
ACID PHOSPHATE.—While there 
has been no material change in the 


market for acid phosphate during the 
week, reports indicate a strong situa- 
tion with an advance in price not at 
all improbable. Several outside mar- 
kets report small stocks of acid phos- 
phate, and say that business could not 
assume large proportions without 
practically depleting the supplies. 
Quotations are on a basis 50c. per 
unit. 
PHOSPHATE ROCK.—This market 
has been without feature for some 
time. Domestic consumers are taking 
material steadily against contracts, 
and this causes a regular distribution 
of rock. The export movement which 
has been restricted for the past year 
shows hardly any signs of improve- 
ment, and trading for export is prac- 
tically at a standstill as it has been in 
recent months. Prices are being well 
sustained, with quotations on a basis 
of:—Florida land pebble, $2.75@3.25 f.

Chicago, Aug. 12, 1915. 
There was a little more action in the mar- 
ket for animal ammoniates at Chicago this 


week, but the business did not come up to the 
volume noted during the greater part of July, 
and operations were in a comparatively mod- 
erate scale. At the same time the tone of the 
market continued to be a firm one for all 
kinds of ammoniates with the exception of 
the steamed bone product. This latter article 
was offered more freely and appeared to be in 
less active demand. There was an easy under- 
tone to the market for it, and offerings came 
to light at lower prices than have been quoted 
for some time. 

A notable transaction in the market for 
dried high-grade tankage was the sale of a 
lot of 125 tons on a basis of $2.25 and 10 f. 
o. b. Chicago. This did not consist of Chi- 
cago high-grade tankage, however, and hold- 


ers here continued to ask $2.30 and 10 for 
their product, turning down bids that were 
within a few cents of that price. Ground

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prove equally successful. On the contrary, it 
is altogether possible that another crop planted 
without fertilization would show a very de- 
cided reduction and might fall below the 
profitable limit, even when the reduced cost 
of production is taken into account. Cotton 
prices will hardly rule high for some time with 
the market, restricted to certain countries 
which control the situation sufficiently to al- 
most dictate the price. In view of this pro- 
spect the tendency among the manufacturers 
of mixtures is still to exercise conservatism 
in their preparations for the next season, and 
the market for crude materials is in the main 
easy. Grain growers are also to some extent 
affected. To be sure, some of the wheat 
yields, grown without certain materials hith 
erto regarded as essential, run high, but it 
is also to be said that in some sections of the 
Bast the average has heen far from good, 
hardly more than fifteen bushels of wheat per 
acre being raised on diverse Maryland farms, 
which probably applies also to other Bastern 
States. Doubtless the momentum of former 
seasons helped to carry the farmers along 
this year, and their experience next summer 
may be far less encouraging. To argue that a 
big crop one year proves a certain ingrediers 
in fertilizers to be needless is to disregard the 
fact that exhaustion of the soil does not take 
place at once, but gradually, and that a corre- 
spondingly long time is required afterward to 
get the soil back to its former condition. Al- 
togefher, the outlook is sufficiently uncertain 
to keep the manufacturers on the qui vive, and 
they will be disposed to defer their purchases 
of crude stocks as long as possible in the ex- 
pectation of getting a clearer view of the 
prospect later on. 

FISH SCRAP.—The latest information about 
fish scrap is that some improvement in the 
catch of menhaden has been experienced dur- 
ing the latter part of July and the present 
month so far, and the fish companies have 
taken heart again. They were so discouraged 
by their previous experiences, it is said, that 
if the change for the better had not come 
many of them would have called in their fleets 
and stopped operations for the present year. 
3ut even with the change for the better in the 
fishing, no large quantities of scrap are reach- 
ing the market In consequence of the general 








trade conditions, however, scrap is not bring- 
ing as much as the relative scarcity of stocks 
might indicate, and the current quotations are 


about at $2.67% and 10, delivered at Baltimore. 
The buyers seem to be holding back, and 
there is consequently a fair prospect that the 
manufacturers with fish brands to maintain 
may find themselves later on compelled to pay 
material advances, as it is altogether un- 
likely that the stocks of scrap will attain 
proportions which could be definitely counted 
upon to make an easy market. 
TANKAGE.—The quotations for tankage are 
nominally around $2.70 and 10 for 11 and 15 
high grade ground stocks, c. a, f. basis Balti- 
more, but this figure must be regarded as pure- 
ly nominal, few transactions being made at the 
price, which may be regarded as the figure 
given by the large Western producers, and 
which is somewhat discounted by the small 
producers nearer by. ‘The supplies that reach 
the market from these smaller producers for 
the present suffice to take care of such wants 
as develop from time to time, and the general 
tone of the trade is decidedly quiet, though 
the outlook may be regarded as more encour- 
aging than it was not so long ago. The West- 
ern producers are not disposed to force the 
buying, and seem to feel that the market 
will work up to their price when the require- 
ments of the manufacturers become more ur- 
gent. The stocks furnished by the smaller 
sellers, of course, do not begin to meet the 
needs of a normal market, with a fair move- 
ment under way. 

GROUND BLOOD.—Because of the fact that 
ground blood is largely dependent for a mar- 
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ket upon the South, where general conditions 
have not yet worked up to a level which might 
be called normal, the inquiry for this animal 
ammoniate continues to be greatly restricted, 
and very decided quiet prevails in the trade. 
The absence of a wider market is also respon- 
sible for the comparatively low level occupied 
by blood, which continues to be quoted actual- 
ly below tankage, at $2.6714@2.70 c. a. f. basis 
Baltimore, when under ordinary conditions a 
difference of 10 to 15 cents exists in favor of 
blood. The producers, however, are not with- 
out hope, and profess to believe that the future 
will bring about a marked improvement in the 
range of blood. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The offerings of acid 
phosphate are by no means free, and the tend- 
ency with respect to this material is upward 
rather than downward. The prices quoted for 
some time -past—$8.50 for 14 per cent., and 
$9 for 16 per cent. stocks—were for a time re- 
garded as nominal, but the latest transactions 
have shown that the figures represent actual 
market conditions, sales having been made on 
this basis. And it is to be said further that 
the quotations hold good only on spot and 
short future transactions, the manufacturers 
being unwilling to tie themselves up with re- 
spect to more remote shipment at these figures, 
This division of the fertilizer market, in fact, 
is pronouncedly strong, the producers being 
in a position where they find ready takers for 
all the acid which they can turn out, with 
plants running at full capacity. The require- 
ments in other directions are such as to tax 
the works, and there is comparatively little 
left for the manufacturers of fertilizer mix- 
tures. Of course, orders placed in the regular 
way are being taken care of, but the producers 
of acid will not undertake to meet any neces- 
sities that are incidentally brought out. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—The quotations on 
nitrate of soda are fairly firm, with a slightly 
easier feeling ‘in regard to spot or nearby. 
For such shipments the quotations are around 
$2.37%, with the possibility of $2.35 for spot. 
Futures, however, hold firmly at $2.40, and the 
sellers appear to feel confidently that the mar- 
ket will keep up. The demand from directions 
outside of the fertilizer trade continues to be 
quite active, and stocks are ‘being taken up 
with sufficient freedom to hold the supplies 
here down to rather low proportions, 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The market for 
sulphate of ammonia remains steady, with 
some shipments arriving, but with the offer- 
ings by no means excessive. The needs of 
Great Britain, as one of the chief producers 
of sulphate of ammonia, are such that ex- 
porters are reduced to relatively small propor- 
tions, while the demand here shows a tendency 
to increase, which may be in large part due 
to the comparative scarcity of some other ma- 
terials. The quotations are at $3.34 for August- 
September, with November to April of next 
year at $3.40 for Northern ports. 

POTASH.—The potash situation is very un- 
settled, and few members of the trade profess 
to know much about it. The available stocks 
of potash are steadily growing less, of course, 
and the prices quoted are either very firm or 
higher. As far as the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers are concerned, potash is largely re- 
moved from their consideration. 


BONE.—The situation with respect to bone 
is gaining decided strength. Whether the sup- 
ply has decreased or the demand increased is 
not definitely known, but the fact remains that 
stocks are getting rather scarce, and 3 and 53) 
ground steamed bone has been sold recently 
at $25, with 4% and 50 ground raw bone still 
at $28, and with 1 and 60 bone flour materially 
above the $20.25 quoted for some time past. 
An indication of the state of the market is 
afforded by the arrival here of a large ship- 
ment of bone from Argentina, and it is said 
that this shipment could have been disposed of 
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without trouble at an advance to net a very 
handsome profit over the gain realized.

The scarcity 
of colors in this country is so 
pronounced that some of the textile 
mills are reported to be unable to 
secure sufficient supplies to keep their 
plants operating. The materials mar- 
ket shows very little change of im- 
portance for the week. Strong de- 
mand continues for the wood and vege- 
table extracts. Quercitron has sold in 
a large way with the extract quoted at 
Fustic also meeting with 
good inquiry and stocks are pretty 
well sold up. Fustic extract is quoted 
at 9%@lle. for liquid. An embargo 
has been placed on direct shipments of 
cutch to this country and as stocks on 
spot are small prices are at high levels. 
Starch and dextrine were unchanged 
in price during the interval. Detailed 
reports on the separate items of the 
local market follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—Stocks of egg albumen 
have been increased by recent arrivals 
from China and a good part of this 
material has been placed in warehouse 
and will be used to fill outstanding or- 
ders and to take care of new business. 
The demand for albumens has been 
good and prices are holding steady, 
with 55@60c. per pound quoted by 
sellers. Offerings of foreign blood 
albumen are scarce and prices are 
nominal. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—For- 
eign offerings of aniline oil are hard to 
locate and some sales are said to have 
been made recently at $1.50 per pound. 
There is a fair inquiry for this ma- 
terial, but trading is restricted by the 
searcity of offerings and by the high 
price asked for spot material. Offers of 
domestic aniline oil were reported at 
$1.35 per pound. Aniline salts are like- 
wise holding at high levels with sellers 
having but little to offer. Prices are 
$1.30@1.35 per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—There 
tone to the market for bichromate of 
soda, especially for prompt delivery. 
Withdrawals against contracts are 
large enough to keep producers busy 
and as there are no accumulations of 
stock the spot situation, is strengthened 
thereby. Quotations for prompt ship- 
ment are 12c. per pound. October-No- 
vember-December shipments are held 
at 9%@10c.

in bags. These prices are per 100 
pounds in carload lots f. o. b. New 
York. 

GAMBIER.—There were reports of 


offers of gambier this week at, 12c. 
pound, but the general asking price 
was 12%@13c. per pound. This is a 
high price for this material, but sup- 
plies are limited and the future posi- 
tion is uncertain. Consumers have 
been following the market closely and 
interest has been stimulated by the 
sharp advance prices in the past few 
weeks. Demand for gambier is re- 
ported as coming from the silk and 
leather trades. A report on the Lon- 
don market says that gambier is again 
cheaper to arrive, sales of good marks 
per August-September steamer being 
reported at 32c, Liverpool quay terms. 
Cubes are, however, unchanged from 
last week’s lower level. No. 2 being 
held for 41s. 6d. per cwt, c. i. f. terms 
per August-September. 
MYRABOLANS.—A report from the 
primary market says that the market 
is fairly active and shipments to the 
United Kingdom continue on a large 
seale. Prices current are rather low. 
Sellers quote Rs. % to Rs 2 per B. md.,

Yellow prussiate of potash is 
selling at varying prices, depending 
upon seller. The lowest price heard 


this week was S5dc. per ib., and in some 
quarters nothing was offered under 90c. 
per lb. Sales are said to have been 
made at 8714c. Large lots are nominal 
and buyers are confining operations to 
small amounts’ through necessity. 
Prussiate of soda holds at 42@45c. per 
Ib. Foreign grades-are in limited sup- 
ply and producing costs are at abnor- 
mal figures. 

QUEBRACHO.—Interest in quebracho 
extract is unabated. Producers are 
finding urgent calls for deliveries and 
the spot arket is likewise active. Val- 
ues have advanced in recent months, 
which is evidence of the increase in 
consumption. Present quotations are 
10@12c. for solid, 6@7c. for 51 degrees 
and 5@6c. for 42 degrees. 

STARCH.—Trading was uneventful 
during the week. The movement to 
consumers is largely against existing 
orders. Export trade is holding up 
well and the market is satisfactory 
from the standpoint of consuming de- 
mand. Prices are:—Pearl Starch $2.45 
in bags, $2.56 in barrels; Buffalo pearl 
starch, $2.48 in bags, $2.58 in barrels; 
powdered starch, $2.50 in bags, $2.61 in 
barrels; corn starch, $2.53 in bags, $2.64 
in barrels; special warp sizing starch, 
$2.55 in bags; confectioners’ T. B.

Sumac extract is moving 
freely with the output pretty well 
taken care of. Prices are quoted at 
5144@64c. per lb., according to grade. 

ZINC DUST.—Reports from the spel- 
ter market indicate some easing off in 
values, but this has had no effect on 
the market for zinc dust. Offerings are 
small and sellers are asking 40c. per 
lb. for prompt shipment. 





Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 





Iron Drums, 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained the protest of Geisemn- 
heimer & Co., Philadelphia, in regard to 
the classification for dutiable purposes 
of iron drums. The question to be decided 
was:—Are certain sheet metal drums, im- 
ported, filled with sulphide of sodium, sub- 
ject to duty at thé rate of 2 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 127, act of 
1913, which provides for ‘cylindrical or 
tubular tanks or vessels, for holding gas, 
liquids or other material, whether full or 
empty,” or are they entitled to free entry 
under the provisons of paragraph R, of 
section 3, of said act, as usual coverings 
of merchandise subject to a specific rate 
of duty. The government contended that 
said drums are not destroyed in removing 
contents. According to the testimony of 
the importers the drums, which are con- 
structed of light sheet metal, are neces- 
sarily rendered unfit for further use by 
reason of the fact that the head is cut 
out in removing the contents, which ends 
the life of the container. The protest of 
the importers was sustained. 





Colors and Paints. 


Gerstendorfer Bros., New York, were 
upheld in their contention that merchan- 
dise consisting of colors and paints, in 
bronze and silver gilt, put up in packages 
of less than 2% pounds gross weight 
should have been returned under para- 
graph 63, tariff act of 1913, at the rate of 
15 per cent. ad valorem, as “colors or 
paints.’”” The merchandise was returned 
by the appraiser as a ‘‘chemical compound 
or mixture,” dutiable under paragraph 17, 
at the rate of 20 per cemt. ad valorem. 
The protest as to paints and colors was 
sustained. Claim also was made for 5 
per cent. discount under section iv, para- 
graph J, subsection 7, but this was over- 
ruled for lack of evidence.
